T hree people with AIDS were arrested at Ralph K. 
Davies Medical Center Saturday, August 9 on tres¬ 
passing charges, as they attempted to block a truck 
carrying medical records from the offices of the for¬ 
mer Conant Medical Group (CMG). 

Jeff Getty, Mike Donnelly, and Rick Solomon, all ac¬ 
tivists with ACT UP/Golden Gate, were cited and released 
following the latest skirmish in a bitter dispute involving 
the medical center, two physicians associated with CMG, 
and Quest Comprehensive Care Network (QCCN), the 
medical management company that bought the practice 
last September. 

The activists were arrested in a protest over the transfer 
of their medical records from the site, following the clo¬ 
sure of the practice and the abrupt termination of Dr. Vir¬ 
ginia Cafaro’s relationship with the medical group on Au¬ 
gust 5. 

“I didn’t know where the records were going,” Getty ini¬ 
tially said. “I didn’t want them [Quest Comprehensive] to 
manage my records,” he told the Bay Area Reporter. “My 
records belong to my doctor, not their corporation. I’ve 
never been seen by the corporation. They may own them, 
but they are not the custodian.”

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SRO hotel fire adds to 
homeless proble

T he blackened, burned-out windows of the five-story, 214-room 
Delta Hotel at Sixth and Mission streets are the remaining visible 
signs of a horrific four-alarm fire that roared through the residen¬ 
tial hotel Monday, August 11, after a resident left a cigarette to 
smolder in a recliner chair. Approximately 350 hotel residents are now 
homeless. 

The fire broke out at 10:30 p.m., said San Francisco Fire Department 
Lieutenant Edward Campbell. By 11:10 p.m., it had gone to four alarms as 
123 firefighters in 35 units battled the blaze. There were no deaths, al¬ 
though eight civilians were taken to city hospitals after suffering smoke 
inhalation; two firefighters were also treated for minor injuries, according 
to Campbell. The fire was declared under control by 2 a.m., he added. 

Campbell confirmed the cause of the fire and said the fire was “heavi¬ 
ly involved on the fourth and fifth floors.” 

The single room occupancy (SRO) hotel suffered damages estimated at 
$1 million. It is not yet known when it will reopen, if the owners decide to 
reconstruct the unreinforced masonry building. Most of the residents were 
elderly Asian-Americans, but the B.A.R. has learned that the hotel had 
been home to some people living with HIV/AIDS. 

The Department of Public Health’s AIDS Office and the San Francisco 
Redevelopment Agency each said on the night of the fire there were no 
residents housed there who were receiving assistance either through Ryan 
White CARE funds or Housing Opportunities for People Living with AIDS 
(HOPWA) money. 

“We don’t have any HOPWA clients there now, but it [Delta Hotel] is 
in our Sixth Street Corridor [area]. The building was primarily occupied 
by elderly Filipino residents,” said Olson Lee, housing program manager 
with the redevelopment agency. 

The fire and resulting displacement of residents only compounds the 
city’s housing crisis, particularly for the thousands of people living with 
HIV/AIDS who are waiting for some type of housing help. The shallow 
rent subsidy program for PWAs that should start soon can be used for 
housing at SROs, and now there is one less in an area where there was al¬ 
ready a shortage of available units. 

Quick response 

During the blaze, however, people were only thinking of escape; by 
early Tuesday morning, many were lined up outside the Delta, anxiously 
trying to retrieve what little remained of their belongings. Hotel managers

Two Latina lesbians 
run for SF treasurer 

Leal to face Bermudez and Ventresca

S upervisor Susan Leal official¬ 
ly filed in the race for city 
treasurer Thursday, August 7, 
and she will face two challengers in 
November, For the first time in San 
Francisco history, two Latina les¬ 
bians will be running for the same 
office: immigrant rights organizer 
and out lesbian Lecrecia Bermudez 
is running against Leal, along with 
political activist Joel Ventresca. 

Leal, who has the backing of 
Mayor Willie Brown, eight super¬ 
visors, and virtually every other 
local politician, is expected to win 
the race handily. Both Bermudez 
and Ventresca have run for office 
before; Bermudez was a candidate 
in last year’s supervisoral races, 
and finished 20th out of 28 candi¬ 
dates with 12,079 votes, or one 
percent of the vote. 

If Leal wins the race, she will 
be among the highest ranking 
Latina lesbian elected officials in 
the country. 

Ventresca ran unsuccessfully 
for mayor in 1995 and lost a race 
for supervisor in 1990. On Friday, 
August 8, the last day to file elec¬ 
tion papers, Ventresca submitted 
his forms shortly before closing 
time. Most recently, he was on the 
losing side in the 49er stadium 
campaign. 


Leal, a San Francisco native, 
has an extensive background in fi¬ 
nance and budgeting; as chair of 
the board’s finance committee 
this year, she was instrumental in 
reallocating $10.5 million in city 
funds to nearly 40 programs and 
services such as HIV/AIDS hous¬ 
ing, condom distribution, child 
care, and public safety. 

The city’s current treasurer, 
Mary Callanan, is retiring after 
having served as treasurer since 
1980. The treasurer manages San 
Francisco’s $3 billion investment 
portfolio, in addition to oversee¬ 
ing the tax collector’s department. 

Fiscal watchdog; 
independent underdog 

Leal has earned the praise of 
her colleagues on the board with 
this year’s city budget process, and 
has the reputation of being a fis¬ 
cal watchdog. Board President 
Barbara Kaufman named Leal as 
finance chair because of her fiscal 
background, which includes 
drafting the state’s health budget. 

“Responsible management of 
the public’s money is essential,” 
said Leal. “With extensive experi¬ 
ence in finance and budgeting, I 
believe I have the background and 
experience to manage San Francis¬ 
co’s treasury wisely and efficiently.” 

Appointed to the board in 
1993, Leal was elected in 1994 


with more than 100,000 votes. 
Prior to being on the board, Leal 
served for seven years as vice pres¬ 
ident of Healthcare COMPARE 
Corp., a national health care cost 
management firm. 

Bermudez, who’s not affiliated 
with any political party, told the 
B.A.R. that she was urged to run 
for treasurer by MDI, the initials 
in Spanish for the Immigrant 
Rights Movement. As far as being 
one of two Latina lesbian candi¬ 
dates, Bermudez laughed and said 
it’s important to continue to di¬ 
versify in political races. 

“We are not only about identi¬ 
fying by sexual orientation, or by 
color. We also need to get politi¬ 
cal,” she said. 

Her early supporters include 
publisher Carlos Petroni; 
Bermudez said her campaign does 
not have the financial resources 
that others have, but that she’s 
been talking to potential voters 
and has been surprised by the 
support she received so far. 

Bermudez works as a nonprof¬ 
it financial advisor. She said the 
largest budget she has looked at 
was the $10-$ 15 million budget of 
the national Funding Exchange, a 
network of about 20 alternative 
small foundations around the 
country. She served on the finance 
committee of their national 
board. T 


HRC to revisit sex clubs today

S $ he San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission (HRC) 
will decide today (Thursday, 
August 14) whether to approve a 
letter from the HRC’s Lesbian Gay 
Bisexual Transgender Advisory 
Committee (LGBTAC) to the De¬ 
partment of Public Health (DPH) 
regarding regulation of sex clubs. 

The LGBTAC voted on May 12 
to ask the DPH to reconsider its 
“Minimum Standards for the Op¬ 
eration of Sex Clubs and Parties,” 
the most controversial of which 
prohibit closed private spaces and 
require the monitoring of pa¬ 
trons’ activities. The LGBTAC de¬ 
voted the better part of two meet¬ 
ings to discussion of the issue, 
which included testimony from 
DPH officials, government repre¬ 
sentatives, sex club owners, and 
community activists. 

At its June 12 meeting - which 
barely managed to achieve and 
maintain a quorum - the HRC 


declined to accept the advisory 
committee’s recommendation to 
send a letter to the DPH regarding 
the sex club guidelines. Martha 
Knutzen, who chairs both the 
LGBTAC and the full HRC, spoke 
in opposition to sending the let¬ 
ter. 

During the LGBTAC meetings 
following the HRC vote, advisory 
committee members expressed 
their dismay that the commission 
had failed to accept their recom¬ 
mendation. At their July 15 meet¬ 
ing the committee voted unani¬ 
mously to try again to secure ap¬ 
proval of the HRC for a letter to 
the DPH. The substance of the re¬ 
jected letter and the current letter 
are identical except for the substi¬ 
tution of “the committee” [the 
LGBTAC] for “we” [the HRC], 
and the addition of a paragraph 
explaining the change. 

The letter states in part that the 
committee “believes this issue is a 
human rights issue. It is about in¬ 
dividual empowerment and re¬ 
sponsibility, privacy, consensual 


adult sexuality, and the personal 
negotiation of sexual boundaries.” 

The letter continues, “Sex clubs 
do not cause HIV. People get HIV 
from unsafe sex, primarily in the 
privacy of their homes.” The letter 
expresses concern about the his¬ 
torical hostile regulation of queer 
sexuality, notes the specific priva¬ 
cy concerns of transgendered in¬ 
dividuals, and emphasizes the 
need for intensified prevention 
education. The committee calls 
on DPH to “delete government- 
required monitoring” in favor of 
voluntary enforcement, and to 
“allow private spaces in sex clubs.” 

The LGBTAC also voted to ask 
the HRC to send a letter to the 
DPH stating its support for a 
jointly sponsored forum to dis¬ 
cuss the issue of sex club regula¬ 
tion. 

Despite her earlier opposition, 
Knutzen - wl>o will be absent 
from Thursday’s meeting - ex¬ 
pressed her support for both let¬ 
ters and recommended that they 
be approved by the full HRC. T 
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Parent wants Alameda 
teacher’s license revoked 
over 'Ellen’ discussion

^ he Alameda elementary 
schQol teacher who became 

m the subject of a parent’s 
complaint to the state because she 
held a classroom discussion about 
the historic Ellen coming out 
episode earlier this year has re¬ 
fused to break the confidentiality 
agreement and publicly talk about 
the case, and the island city’s gay 
community has found itself reel¬ 
ing yet again. Out on the Island 
(OOTI) met Monday, August 11 
to start talking about an effective 
strategy for dealing with homo¬ 
phobia in the schools. 

Parent Mike Trelow is asking 
the state to revoke the teacher’s li¬ 
cense; the investigation process is 
expected to take several months, 
and the commission has several 
other options if any action is 
taken. 

Retired gay educator Grant Pe¬ 
terson addressed the OOTI mem¬ 
bership meeting; Peterson has 
presented diversity workshops to 
numerous East Bay school dis¬ 
tricts and serves on the national 
board of the Gay, Lesbian, 
Straight Education Network 
(GLSEN). (The word “education” 
recently replaced “teacher” in the 
group’s name.) 

Peterson discussed the various 
ways he talks with district person¬ 
nel about gay students, faculty, 
and staff, all in an effort to make 
schools safer for those who are 
gay as well as to bring districts 
into compliance with a county ed¬ 
ucation department resolution 
urging diversity training. 

Talk was about show, 
not sex 

Trelow apparently broke a con¬ 
fidentiality agreement that he, 
teacher Victoria Forrester, and the 
Alameda Unified School District 
entered into when the issue sur¬ 
faced. Last month, Trelow went 
public last month when he re¬ 
vealed he has filed a complaint 
July 9 with the state Commission 
on Teacher Credentialing over 
Forrester’s discussion about the 
Ellen episode. According to 
Trelow, Forrester described the 
Ellen character as being “brave 
and proud” for coming out of the 
closet. He is not alleging that spe* 
cific sex acts were brought up dur¬ 
ing the classroom discussion. 

Trelow and his daughter, 
Heather, say Forrester has violated 
the state education code. Heather 
Trelow has a note on file at Amelia 
Earhart Elementary School that 
she is not to participate in discus¬ 
sions on homosexuality. 

At press time, Richard Fisher, 
staff counsel with the state Com¬ 
mission on Teacher Credentialing, 
told the B.A.R. that the complaint 
filed by parent Mike Trelow is 
“ongoing.” 

“We’ll have some indication 
that I’ll be able to disclose within 
60 days,” Fisher said. 

Forrester is being represented 
by attorneys from both the school 
district and her union. Trelow has 
also retained an attorney. 

Policy was approved 

The case has sparked tension 
in Alameda, where the gay com¬ 
munity has worked hard over the 


last two years to increase its visi¬ 
bility, contribute to the commu¬ 
nity, and receive recognition from 
city officials and residents alike. 
That all hangs in a delicate bal¬ 
ance as a result of the complaint 
by Trelow, who is a member of 
Central Baptist Church, headed 
by Reverend Don Taylor. Taylor 
has been an outspoken opponent 
to the city’s proclamation recog¬ 
nizing the city’s gay community. 

Last month, a local cable access 
channel in Alameda aired a 
broadcast featuring Taylor inter¬ 
viewing Trelow about the case. 
During the show, Trelow said the 
school district’s diversity policy 
had not been approved by the 
school board. As proof, he showed 
pages of the document he said he 
received from Superintendent 
Dennis Chaconas that have the 
word “draft” stamped on them. 

Chaconas disputed Trelow’s ac¬ 
cusation, and told the B.A.R. that 
the district’s diversity goals were 
approved by the school board on 
June 11,1996. He also said that the 
district has not had any “formal or 
informal indication” from the 
state commission on the case. 

During the broadcast, Trelow 
called sexual orientation a “per¬ 


sonal decision, not an education¬ 
al decision.” 

Teacher will be back 

Chaconas said Forrester is cur¬ 
rently an employee of the school 
district. Forrester will be teaching 
sixth grade this fall, the B.A.R. 
learned from parent Julie 
Bonachea. Bonachea’s daughter 
was in the same class with 
Heather Trelow on the day of the 
alleged incident, she said, and 
both daughter and mother like 
Forrester’s teaching so much that 
the girl will be requesting to have 
Forrester as a teacher again this 
year when she enters sixth grade. 

“She’s a wonderful teacher,” 
Bonachea said. 

She disagrees with the tactics 
Trelow is using, even though her 
own daughter was the other stu¬ 
dent who did not participate in 
the classroom discussion May 1. 
Bonachea said she began to sus¬ 
pect Trelow was up to something 
when she received a call from him 
in which he asked her vague ques¬ 
tions. Subsequently, she and her 
daughter met with district offi¬ 
cials.

Center cans Coors 

CCP to give brewery's $4,000 to P-FLAG

controversial $4,000 dona¬ 
tion from the Coors Brew- 
Ji % ing Company to San Fran¬ 
cisco’s planned Lesbian, Gay, Bi¬ 
sexual, Transgender Community 
Center was overwhelmingly re¬ 
jected by the Community Center 
Project’s board of directors last 
Thursday, August 7. The unso¬ 
licited money will go instead to 
the national P-FLAG organization 
and will help fund their Project 
Open Mind campaign, CCP di¬ 
rector Scott Shafer told the B.A.R. 

The decision probably ends a 
controversial issue that developed 
after the Golden, Colorado-based 
brewery sent CCP the check ear¬ 
lier this year. Some gay activists 
criticized the donation, saying the 
gay community’s boycott against 
Coors did not end with the AFL- 
ClO-led boycott against the brew¬ 
ery. As a result of the boycott that 
began in the late 1970s, Coors has 
instituted more gay-friendly poli¬ 
cies for its employees, including 
domestic partner benefits, a les¬ 
bian and gay employee associa¬ 
tion, and diversity training for all 
workers. 

Despite the changes at the 
Coors company, according to gay 
labor group Pride at Work Co¬ 
chair Howard Wallace, the Coors 
family that owns the privately- 
held brewery continues to donate 
money to anti-gay, right-wing 
groups through foundations. Wal¬ 
lace and others complained that 
the CCP board should return the 
company’s $4,000 contribution. 

The CCP board has deliberat¬ 
ed the issue since the center was 
the recipient of a pride weekend 
dance that Coors sponsored; last 
month Wallace and others op¬ 
posed to the donation attended 
the board meeting and strongly 
urged directors not to accept the 
money. 

“We did not anticipate the ob¬ 
jection this donation generated,” 
said Brenda Barnette, board pres-

ident. “We listened carefully to the 
criticism of Coors and decided 
that out of respect for those who 
feel so strongly about this, we 
would use the money to fight 
anti-gay hate-mongers.” 

While Wallace said he’s pleased 
with the decision, he stopped 
short of praising the CCP board, 
but instead criticized the lack of a 
gay labor representative on the 
center’s 18-member board. “It 
does seem to me the board is try¬ 
ing to make amends,” Wallace, an 
organizer for Service Employees 
International Union (SEIU) Local 
250, told the B.A.R. “I’d like to see 
the executive board show sensitiv¬ 
ity to our biggest ally - organized 
labor. I think there should be a 
labor representative on the 
board.” 

Sigh of relief 

For their part, CCP board 
members seemed to breathe a col¬ 
lective sigh of relief that the mat¬ 
ter is resolved. 

“I’m glad it’s behind us,” said 
director Dana Van Gorder, who 
serves as the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health’s half-time coordinator 


of lesbian/gay health services. 

Added Barnette, “We think this 
is the best course of action for the 
CCP, and we now look forward to 
focusing full-time on identifying 
the $3 million we must raise to 
build our center.” 

Others said they were glad the 
money wasn’t being returned to 
Coors. “I think this represents the 
best solution. We made the deci¬ 
sion to give the money to an or¬ 
ganization that has the capacity to 
fight against the radical right, P- 
FLAG,” said Randy Miller, CCP’s 
vice president. 

In light of the decision, Wal¬ 
lace was asked if SEIU Local 250 
or other locals would make dona¬ 
tions to the community center. 

“We haven’t discussed it,” he 
responded. 

He supports the need for a gay 
community center, and remem¬ 
bers how valuable previous cen¬ 
ters were when they operated in 
the city. If there’s any donation 
from organized labor, Wallace 
said he’d like to see it come from 
many locals throughout the city. 
He did not rule out the possibili¬ 
ty of having some sort of 
fundraiser in the future, saying, 
“It’s something we’d definitely 
take a look at,” but hinted the 
CCP board should reflect labor’s 
involvement in the queer com¬ 
munity before any fundraising 
event. 

Opening minds 

P-FLAG’s national Project 
Open Mind, the eventual recipi¬ 
ent of the $4,000, is a public edu¬ 
cation campaign. The group was 
more than happy to take the un¬ 
wanted donation. 

“P-FLAG is proud to accept 
this very generous gift from the 
capital campaign for the new San 
Francisco LGBT Community 
Center,” said P-FLAG Executive 
Director Sandra Gillis from 
Washington D.C. 

Gillis said the goal of Project 
Open Mind is to “educate the 
public about the devastating ef¬ 
fects of hate speech on gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, and transgender 
people and their families and 
friends.” 

P-FLAG gained national atten¬ 
tion for a recent series of televi¬ 
sion commercials criticizing 
right-wing hate-mongers such as 
Reverend Jerry Falwell. The ad ran 
in several large television markets, 
including the Bay Area. Stations 
in more conservative parts of the 
country declined to air the ads. 

Barnette said the CCP’s capital 
campaign has received approxi¬ 
mately $900,000 in contributions 
and pledges, including a $1,000 
donation from actress Lily Tom¬ 
lin. 

The CCP is also actively seek¬ 
ing individual memberships that 
are reasonably priced, so that as 
many people as possible feel they 
are part of the center. T 


The next CCP fundraiser is set 
for Saturday, September 13 at 
Boulevard.

T he non-profit group that 
produces San Francisco’s an¬ 
nual lesbian and gay Pride 
Parade announced last Monday, 
August 11 that it is in the red - by 
an estimated $170,000. 

Deborah Oakley-Melvin, pres¬ 
ident of the San Francisco Les¬ 
bian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Pride Celebration Committee, 
Inc., said that group would ap¬ 
proach potential corporate spon¬ 
sors and ask them to contribute 
early in the parade planning cycle 
to help retire the debt - and may 
seek a small loan from the city to 
help them out. 

She attributed the debt to the 
high production costs associated 
with the annual celebration. 

For the first time in its history, 
the group hired a professional 
production company, and costs 
associated with production were 
an estimated $100,000, she said. 

Oakley-Melvin said the deci¬ 
sion to hire paid staff to help 
manage and produce the event 
was made because of a dearth of 
volunteers - and the committee 
was forced to either hire staff or 
cancel the event. 

“Public safety is our number 
one concern above all else. Faced 
with a manageable financial 
deficit or a dangerous event like 
Halloween, the choice was clear,” 
she said. 

Oakley-Melvin also said that 
beverage sales took a “nose dive”

as dozens of illegal traders moved 
onto Market Street unimpeded. 

“It’s all manageable. We’re 
talking about $170,000, which is 
minimal compared to the amount 
of expansion we’ve done. It’s not 
a catastrophe,” Oakley-Melvin 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

She also said that the group 
had only received an estimated 
$10,000 in donations from com¬ 
munity members to help defray 
costs associated with producing 
the annual event. 

Oakley-Melvin also raised the 
possibility that the group could 
charge for the annual post-parade 
celebration - as Los Angeles does 


with the annual Christopher 
Street West Celebration. 

“We have to put this in con¬ 
text, and that context is a free 
event, something of a rarity in 
California. We could solve the 
present dilemma at a stroke, but 
would prefer to rely as long as 
possible on the generosity of 
those attending,” she said. 

The amount of the Parade 
committee’s deficit is a surprise, 
said Dean Goodwin, Mayor Willie 
Brown’s liaison to the lesbian and 
gay community. 

“We’re looking forward to 
talking soon with the leadership 
of the parade board and hope to 
be able to assist them in some 
way,” Goodwin said. 

Oakley-Melvin said that all 22 
local non-profit groups that par¬ 
ticipated as beverage partners 
would receive their expected share 
of the profits of the beverage sales 
from the event - and that the pa¬ 
rade board would prioritize pay¬ 
ments to all individuals who pro¬ 
vided services. Small businesses 
would be the committee’s next 
priority, she said. 

In addition to the $62,700 the 
non-profit group received from 
the city’s Grants For the Arts pro¬ 
gram, which provides cash from 
the Hotel Tax Fund, the parade re¬ 
ceived only an estimated $60,000 
in corporate cash sponsorship. 
The group made an estimated 
$88,000 in profits from beverage 
sales, but had an estimated 
$43,000 in beverage-related ex¬ 
penses. T

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Medicalphobes, medical files 


here are few things in the world as 
| sad as watching people with AIDS 
getting dragged off to jail in hand¬ 
cuffs, especially when they are just terrified 
people who are watching their confidential 
medical records being loaded into moving 
vans for an unknown destination. That’s 
what we saw last Saturday outside Ralph K. 
Davies hospital, where a drama of operatic 
proportions unfolded; very operatic, in 
fact, but with slow and clumsy moving men 
in place of spear-carriers. 

As we report in this issue, the story of the 
former Conant Medical Group’s closure is a 
complex one, with many claims and coun¬ 
terclaims (ironically, it seems the only truly 
blameless people involved were the hapless 
arrestees), but everything else aside, two 
things are clear: the medical system in Amer¬ 
ica is very, very out of whack. And the people 
who rely on it are very, very frightened. 

Scenes like the one we watched are not 
happening outside the USA, in places 
where people do not have to rely on our 
system of HMO-dominated healthcare. 
Certainly not north of our border, in Cana¬ 
da, where socialized medicine (as its de¬ 
tractors want to call it; fine, let ’em) pro¬ 
tects and comforts its patients. Only in 
America, where medicine is privatized - 
fiercely, and courtesy of millions of lobby¬ 
ing and advertising dollars spent to destroy 
all attempts to change the system - do pa¬ 
tients now live in fear of what’s going to 
happen to their records. And. what’s going 
to happen to themselves. 

There are a lot of reasons for so many 
Americans’ medicalphobia, beginning with 
government’s embracing of social Darwin¬ 
ism. Patients who are very strong, well-in¬ 
sured, lucky, well-connected, and smart may 
make their way through the bureaucracy 
and befuddlements to old age. But far too 
many others have already had their health 
ruined and their old ages destroyed (or elim¬ 
inated altogether) by uncaring systems. 

And more'victims pile up every day. 

In the case of the former Conant 
Group’s closure, it is obvious plenty of mis¬ 


takes have been made all around. But with¬ 
out an underlying problem that is much 
larger than that one practice (namely, the 
fear of many PWAs - and others - that 
wealthcare has replaced healthcare as orga¬ 
nized medicine’s main priority), we 
don’t believe the situation would 
have deteriorated to arrests. 

Eliminating phobia about • 
America’s healthcare was, as we 
Yecall, one of those things that 
Bill and Hillary Clinton wanted to 
accomplish, before insurance companies 
and Republicans managed to shoot the 
idea dead. But with the phobia 
worsening every day, perhaps 
it is time for lawmakers to 
begin revisiting the question 
of how to fix healthcare so citizens feel se¬ 
cure again. 

In the meantime, we would urge every¬ 
one involved in the Conant Group fiasco to 
do their part by making sure that lines of 
communication are kept open. And that 


files are kept shut, except when patients and 
their doctors - whether new or old, as long 
as they are the physicians chosen by the pa¬ 
tients - need them. The veil of secrecy and 
the endless voicemail systems that the for¬ 
mer patients have to fight at the moment 
are detrimental to the safety and secu¬ 
rity of the clients, and that’s just plain 
wrong. 

On a happier note, kudos to the 
Mayor’s HIV Planning Council’s 11 
newest members for their perfect at¬ 
tendance records. As the council 
^ nears its prioritization deadline, we 
hope they - and the other 26 
members - attend all remain¬ 
ing meetings, but most espe¬ 
cially the retreat scheduled for 
Saturday, August 23, when the final vote is 
expected. 

At a time when so many people are con¬ 
cerned about medical priorities, they’re 
doing something concrete and important. 
We wish them the best. ▼ 




CHIPS is a barrier to 
homeless people with AIDS

:: n March, the Mayor’s HIV Health Ser- 
: : vices Planning Council voted to redirect 
approximately $250,000 in Ryan White 
CARE funds previously used to maintain 
the Centralized Housing Information and 
Placement Service (CHIPS) waiting list, 
using these dollars instead to assist people 
living with AIDS/HIV having severe hous¬ 
ing needs. 

The reauthorized CARE Act of 1996 lists 
homelessness as one of the factors defining 
severe need, along with mental illness, sub¬ 
stance abuse and “new or growing subpop¬ 
ulations of individuals with HIV disease,” 
such as youth, people of color, women and 
families. According to the Department of 
Public Health AIDS Office, 21 percent of 
those enrolled in CHIPS were homeless at 
the time of enrollment. Unfortunately, the 
CHIPS system does not include emergency 
housing resources. While 22% percent, or 
940 of those enrolled in CHIPS had income 
of $500 or less, they represent only 114 of 
719 placements. Among the 257 individu¬ 
als whose income was below $250 per 
month, only five people were placed 
through the CHIPS system since 1995. Ac¬ 
cording to the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion, the agency responsible for administer¬ 
ing CHIPS, it has been extremely difficult 
and time-consuming to locate homeless in¬ 
dividuals in order to assist them. Instead of 
facilitating access to available housing re¬ 


sources, CHIPS has become a barrier for the 
most needy individuals. 

In order to more effectively target the 
poorest individuals, the council’s Housing 
Task Force reduced the eligibility criteria for 
these funds to approximately $10,250 per 
year, or 50 percent of the limit set for the 
CHIPS system. Some members proposed 
further limitation, targeting those below ap¬ 
proximately $500 per month, most of 
whom are either General Assistance re¬ 
cipients receiving $345 per month or, 
as is the case for many undocu¬ 
mented persons, ineligible for even 
this meager assistance. Additional 
criteria set by the Housing Task 
Force include HIV/AIDS disability, 
as well as allowances for families, 
roommates, and single 
room occupancy (SRO) 
hotel residents. 

In recognition of the 
housing crisis, and the 
need to spend the funds within the current 
fiscal year, ending February 28, 1998, the 
Housing Task Force instructed the DPH 
AIDS Office to expedite the start-up of this 
program, initiating distribution of funds by 
July 1,1997. 

At the Housing Task Force meeting of 
July 29, it was learned that the DPH AIDS 
Office had yet to negotiate a contract with a 
provider to distribute the funds. After con¬ 
sideration of the need to spend the funds by 
February 28, and the time it would take to 
locate all potential recipients using the 
process employed by the CHIPS system, it 
was decided that this process would not be 
appropriate. Instead the funds, in the form 
of extended emergency housing assistance 


grants given over several months, would be 
distributed on a first-come, first-served 
basis at agencies which currently see a large 
number of individuals who are homeless, or 
at risk of homelessness. It was recognized 
that not all of these needy individuals would 
be on the CHIPS list, and decided that this 
would not disqualify them. 

It must be made clear to those who have 
languished on the CHIPS waiting list, many 
of whom have been told that it may be two 
or three years before they will receive any 
assistance, that these funds, made available 
by redirecting the cost of main- 
taining the list, and being used to 
target the most severely needy 
first, are not the only resources 
that will be made available to 
those waiting on the 
CHIPS list. As the coun¬ 
cil nears the conclusion 
of its allocation process 
for the coming fiscal year 
(beginning March, 1998), we are commit¬ 
ted to identifying additional housing funds 
through CARE, HOPWA (Housing Oppor¬ 
tunities for People With AIDS), and other 
sources. We recognize the crying need for 
more housing resources, not only to assist 
homeless individuals in obtaining housing, 
but to assist others in keeping their current 
housing before they join the ranks of the 
homeless themselves. 

While it is clear that it is more ethical 
and cost-effective to prevent someone from 
becoming homeless than it is to wait to as¬ 
sist them until they have lost their home, we 
cannot use this as an excuse to forget our re¬ 
sponsibility to those who have already lost 
theirs. We can do both, we must. ▼

The warm weather was en¬ 
joyed by all, and friendships from last year were rekin¬ 
dled and new ones started. With attendance estimates 
of 1,000-plus people, a great time was had by all. 

The proceeds from the weekend, which were 
raised through the sales of raffle tickets and the sales 
from the beer and soda busts and BBQ, go directly to 
the Sonoma County Face to Face Project and San 
Francisco’s ABC (AIDS Benefits Counselors). Harry 
never failed to inform the crowd when it was time for 
a raffle or, more importantly, where the money from 
the ticket sales was going. 

Harry also did something we thought unique. He 
consistently asked the crowd to have a 
good time, but to be sure and drink re¬ 
sponsibly and to have a designated driver 
if they were participating in the beer 
bust. Harry was very adamant about this, 
which we greatly appreciated. Harry even 
went so far as to state that if even one 
person was injured because of excessive 
drinking, he would not have the Lazy 
Bear Weekend again. Truly a gentleman 
who cares.

Of mice and men 

Simon LeVay’s column “Dead Animal Act” missed 
the mark (July 10). The truth is, animal tests are ac¬ 
tually hindering our fight for medical progress by 
wasting valuable time and resources on misleading, 
inaccurate, and gruesome experiments. 

Most people don’t realize that there is no law in 
this country that prohibits any experiment, no mat¬ 
ter how frivolous or painful. The Animal Welfare Act 
and other federal so-called animal protection regula¬ 
tions merely set minimum housing and maintenance 
standards for confined animals (and even those are 
currently interpreted to exclude birds, rats, and mice 
bred for research, as well as horses and other “farm” 
animals). Anything can be done to an animal - he/she 
can be starved, electrically shocked, driven insane, or 
burned with a blowtorch - as long as it’s done in a 
clean laboratory. 

Furthermore, animal tests are bad science. Physi¬ 
ologically, pigs and rats and rabbits and humans vary 
so vastly that it is insane to think that we can accu¬ 
rately extrapolate data from animals to humans. Even 
chimpanzees, our closest living relatives - with whom 
we share 99% of our DNA - don’t get diseases that 
are fatal to us or have organs that function as ours do. 
Modern, non-animal test methods are cheaper, faster, 
and more accurate, and can be interpreted more ob¬ 
jectively than animal experiments. 

Cancer research scientist Irwin Bross, Ph.D., for¬ 
mer director of biostatistics at Roswell Park Memor¬ 
ial Institute, says animal tests “have done nothing but 
confuse and mislead the cancer researchers who have 
tried to extrapolate from mice to men... They have 
sent investigators on one long and costly wild goose 
chase after another. Thus, scientifically speaking, an¬ 
imal tests are a fraud.” 

Does this mean animal tests never pay off? No, of 
course not. But slot machines pay off sometimes too, 
and most people wouldn’t recommend relying on 
them for a living. 

Despite what those who make a fat profit from in¬ 
fecting and killing animals would have us believe, 
treating animals compassionately and conducting 
top-notch medical research are not mutually exclu¬ 
sive. As Dr. Charles Mayo, founder of the world- 
renowned Mayo Clinic, once said, “I abhor vivisec¬ 
tion. ...I know of no achievement through vivisection, 
no scientific discovery, that could not have been ob¬ 
tained without such barbarism and cruelty.”

Hirschfeld 2000 

I enjoyed reading Jonathan Katz’s informative and 
instructive article on Homo 2000, the Berlin celebra¬ 
tion of 100 Years of Gay Liberation. His description 
and analysis of the continuing questions of queer the¬ 
ory and practice then and now are very illuminating. 

A small correction: This year is not the “centenni¬ 
al of the founding of Magnus Hirschfeld’s Institute of 
Sexual Science in Berlin” - that opened on July 6, 
1919. Rather, the “100 Years” refers to the founding in 
Berlin of the Scientific Humanitarian Committee, the 
world’s first “gay liberation” organization, which was 
active for 22 years before the Institute of Sexual Sci¬ 
ence was founded. It was the Committee that peti¬ 
tioned the government to revise the German anti¬ 
sodomy law; the Committee also published the influ¬ 
ential Yearbook of Sexual Intermediates, which pre¬ 
sented, among other things, Hirschfeld’s biological 
theory of homosexuality, which Katz very neatly put 
in historical context. 

Katz describes the Hirschfeld Centennial celebra¬ 
tion in San Francisco as “complementary” to that in 
Berlin. But there are differences. For example, as part 
of their celebration I was invited to speak in Berlin, 
where I discussed the life of the Berlin writer, anar¬ 
chist, and boy-lover John Henry Mackay. In San Fran¬ 
cisco, in contrast, because of my interests I am not 
even allowed to march in the annual “Pride” parade. 

But since our city is celebrating Magnus 
Hirschfeld, it may be worth noting what he wrote 
about Mackay’s 1926 novel Der Puppenjunge 
(in English as The Hustler ): “I believe we 
| would not be doing the author and his 
work justice if we did not place in the fore¬ 
ground the misunderstood and persecut¬ 
ed love of the older man for the younger 
in its infinite tragedy, tragic not only for 
the lover, but also for the beloved, who 
does not understand its dimension - 
from his upbringing, too, is unable to 
understand it ... but also tragic for hu¬ 
manity, which loses the value that it could also gain 
from this love, if its noncoercive and humanly pro¬ 
moting, pedagogical and productive character would 
be objectively evaluated.” 

Jonathan Katz writes: “Perhaps in the German 
capital’s current atmosphere of tolerance and disin¬ 
terestedness, freedom and apathy, San Francisco can 
once again, courtesy of a Berlin template, find its fu¬ 
ture already written.” Indeed.

Clients of SFAF should be upset 
at all parties involved. Will Petrelis sell this list to 
Strubco for direct mailings to PWAs? Has SFAF lost 
lists of clients in the past? 

There is a problem - everyone thinks they deserve 
better. Executives think they need to be overpaid in 
order to do good work. The message of course is that 
all of you underlings are not worth good money. Wit¬ 
ness the pay and benefits disparity. Michael Petrelis 
thinks he deserves better because he is ACT UP Pe¬ 
trelis.

Outrageous regulations

A Latina lesbian Ronald Reagan 

Sandra Hernandez was anything but “candid,” 
even in response to Cynthia Laird’s softball questions. 
Although many of her policies are more enlightened 
than those of Ronald Reagan, she has a Reagan’s fa¬ 
cility in passing out misleading anecdotes. 

Since I have for many months been trying to learn 
what data she had to justify denying private spaces to 
men in gay clubs, I was astounded that she claimed 
to be able to provide so much data that she could bore 
someone in a bank line. This is the same director of 
Public Health who failed to present an iota of evi¬ 
dence to the Human Rights Commission and to its 
LGBT advisory committee. She could provide no ev¬ 
idence that this ban had any effect on HIV transmis¬ 
sion rates in comparison to any other North Ameri¬ 
can city and never sought to see what the effect deny¬ 
ing privacy has on sense of self-efficacy, the psycho¬ 
logical variable widely believed in public health circles 
to predict whether people will engage in protected sex 
when they are not being monitored. The best she 
could muster is: “We don’t have data that closing the 
baths didn’t save lives.” No one would question that in 
the late-1970s and early-1980s, HIV was transmitted 
in bathhouses (and, as now, within ongoing relation¬ 
ships). No one knew about HIV then, and gay men 
changed their behavior in San Francisco as elsewhere 
before then-Mayor Feinstein’s DPH director closed 
the bathhouses in mid-1984. The rapid decline in 
rates of new infection also occurred among gay men 
in cities in which bathhouses continue to exist. As 
Brian Jones wrote in the B.A.R. at the time, the action 
was driven by politics, not evidence. 

I realize that, in addition to her flunkies like Dana 
Van Gorder, there are gay men who want the govern¬ 
ment to stop men from having sex “promiscuously.” 
Indeed, I am surprised that Hernandez does not have 
an anecdote about some self-hating gay man coming 
up and thanking her for reducing his options. Never¬ 
theless, any LGBT community is based on respect for 
each others’ decisions about what to do with our bod¬ 
ies, even decisions we consider unwise. There are 
plenty of people in this society who consider homo¬ 
sexuality intrinsically unhealthy and think “we 
shouldn’t have” lesbians and “we shouldn’t allow 
sodomy,” not just “we shouldn’t have gay bathhouses.” 
Typically, Hernandez does not need any evidence that 
a majority of gay men agree with her. Even if such a 
majority existed (which I doubt), this would not jus¬ 
tify imposing the will of a majority on a minority for 
unsubstantiated and even improbable public health 
benefits.

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Lackluster elections

;p : - . ff-year elections in San 
Francisco have often proven 
as exciting as watching grass 
grow, with incumbents usually 
running unopposed to retain 
their jobs as public defender, dis¬ 
trict attorney, city attorney, etc. 
Unfortunately, this November’s 
election in San Francisco doesn’t 
look like an exception to the rule. 

The filing deadline passed Fri¬ 
day (August 8) with no one chal¬ 
lenging City Attorney Louise 
Renne. She will win re-election to 
the post she has held since being 
appointed 11 years ago by then- 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein by de¬ 
fault. 

Rumors flew around City Hall 
last week that Deputy Public De¬ 
fender Ron Albers, a respected 
openly gay lawyer who was an un¬ 
successful candidate for Munici¬ 
pal Court judge last year, would 
enter the race against Renne. 
However, Albers called me before 
the filing deadline to say that he 
had decided against running, cit¬ 
ing the short time he would have 
to mount a credible campaign 
and raise the necessary funds. 

He added that he is “very 
much interested” in be¬ 
coming a Superior 
Court judge, something 
that at least a couple of 
other probable candi¬ 
dates for a Superior 
Court position from 
the gay and 
lesbian com¬ 
munity 
should note. 

Supervisor Susan Leal, the 
chair of the powerful Finance 
Committee of the Board of Supes, 
who is recognized nationally as a 
leader of the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity, is the odds-on favorite to 
become the next city treasurer, the 
only other city office up for grabs 
this year. Leal will be opposed in 
November, however, by another 
Latina lesbian, Lucrecia 
Bermudez, a former assistant di¬ 
rector for La Raza Centro Legal, 
who is currently a member of the 
Immigrant Rights Movement and 
the treasurer of Mobilization 
Against AIDS. She is also a former 
candidate for supervisor. A third 
candidate for treasurer is Haight 
Ashbury neighborhood activist 
and political gadfly Joel Ven- 
tresca. Leal has the support of 
the city’s political leaders in the 
race and will likely win the job 
being given up by retiring City 
Treasurer Mary Callanan. 

In addition to the city treasur¬ 
er contest and Renne’s uncontest¬ 
ed shoo-in, the November election 
will include eight citywide mea¬ 
sures. Prop. A would allow the city 
to borrow $157 million to finance, 
acquire and construct improve¬ 
ments to its water system facilities. 
Prop. B would allow the city to 
borrow another $147 million to 
improve its water treatment sys¬ 
tem. Prop. C is a plan to allow cer¬ 
tain police officers and firefighters 
to apply for more retirement ben¬ 
efits. Prop. D is a charter amend¬ 
ment that requires reworking lan¬ 
guage to specify that the Board of 
Supervisors must approve leases 
that provide the city with $1 mil¬ 
lion or more in revenue. 

Prop. E would increase some 
powers and rules of the city’s 
Youth Commission. Prop. F 
would approve the recent $26,000 
sale of the Mount Davidson cross 
and the acre of land it sits on to 
the Council of Armenian Ameri¬ 
can Organizations of Northern 
California. Prop. G is the so-called 


“honest elections ordinance,” 
sponsored by Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano, that would require 
most campaign consultants to 
register and file quarterly activity 
reports with the city’s Ethics 
Commission. 

Yes, it’s a yawner for 
the electorate this year, 
except perhaps for the 
other issue facing 
voters on Nov. 5 - 
and the one likely to 
get the most attention - 
Prop. H. This proposal 
is a plan to au¬ 
thorize the 
state Depart¬ 
ment of Trans¬ 
portation to rebuild parts of the 
controversial Central Freeway and 
end the ban on construction of 
new above-ground freeway ramps 
north of Fell Street. 

Politics and people 

The recent front-page revela¬ 
tion in The Independent that Su¬ 
pervisor Leslie Katz has the 
worst attendance record on the 
Board of Supervisors was not 
news at City Hall. Other supes 
and their aides have been buzzing 
about it for months. 

Reports from Secretary of 
State Bill Jones’s Sacramento of¬ 
fice suggest that the Legislature 
might very well move the Califor¬ 
nia primary up to an even earlier 
date than the March 26 one now 
in force. After moving the date up 
from June last year, other states 
simply moved their primaries up 
earlier yet, leaving California to 
once again be an irrelevancy when 
it comes to nominating a presi¬ 
dent. (It has been close to 30 years 
since Californians have voted in a 
presidential primary that mat¬ 
tered.) 

The Legislature voted last week 
to overhaul the state’s beleaguered 
60-year-old welfare system, but 
not with the help of local law¬ 
makers. State Senator John Bur¬ 
ton and Assfcmblymembers Car¬ 
ole Migden and Kevin Shelley 
voted against the welfare reform 
package (AB1542). 

Former Governor Jerry 
Brown is said to be “reconsider¬ 
ing” a run for mayor of Oakland. 

In the Southland, the political 
gossip has it that Republican San 
Diego Mayor Susan Golding, un¬ 
able to get her U.S. Senate cam¬ 
paign off the ground, is consider¬ 
ing withdrawing her candidacy to 
unseat Democrat Barbara 
Boxer. 

Few really think he will follow 
through, but Dennis Peron, the 
controversial founder of the city’s 
biggest marijuana club, is now a 


registered Republican and claims 
he plans to challenge Dan Lun- 
gren in next year’s GOP primary. 
Governor Peron? Don’t cry for 
me, Sacramento! Harvey Milk 
would have loved it, Dennis, and 
at least with you in the race, the 
campaign will definitely take the 
high ground. 

According to documents re¬ 
leased in D.C. last week, one of 
those 38 donor calls that Veep Al 
Gore made from the White House 
was to San Francisco billionaire 
philanthropist Ann Getty. The 
call was apparently made in De¬ 
cember 1995, lasted less than a 
minute, and netted the Democ¬ 
rats a nifty $100,000 from Mrs. 
Getty. (Damn, if Gore isn’t elected 
president in 2000, he’s always got 
a future in telemarketing!) 

Deb Price, the Detroit News 
writer whose column runs in the 
San Jose Mercury News, writes that 
when Rep. Jim Kolbe (R-Ariz.), 
who was outed by The Advocate, 

* spoke to a recent national con¬ 
vention of the predominantly gay 
Log Cabin Republicans, he stated, 
“The cause for gay Republicans 
and gay Democrats will be ad¬ 
vanced when gays and lesbians act 
like straight people ... not when 
we go back into the closet, but 
when we demonstrate our con¬ 
cern and commitment, our exper¬ 
tise and our execution on issues 
that matter to mainstream Amer¬ 
ica.” Rep. Kolbe also said that he 
has no intention of becoming a 
“poster boy” for the gay civil- 
rights movement. Somehow, I 
don’t think there’s much danger 
of that. 

When Republicans met with 
Democrats and President Bill 
Clinton on the White House lawn 
last week to celebrate the historic 
balanced budget and tax cut sign¬ 
ing, Democratic House Minority 
Leader Richard Gephardt was 
conspicuous by his absence. He 
was the real loser here; only a 
handful of Democratic House 
members stuck with him in his 
opposition to the deal and his 
promotion of himself as the “Al 
Gore alternative.” 

At City Hall, they are predict¬ 
ing a pitched battle between Su¬ 
pervisors Tom Ammiano and 
Mabel Teng to see who becomes 
the president of the Board next 
year. 

In Washington, Beltway pun¬ 
dits are saying that Rep. Tom 
Campbell (R-Palo Alto) is about 
to be appointed to the House 
“Lunch” Committee. He appar¬ 
ently drafted the resolution to va¬ 
cate the speakership during the 
unsuccessful attempt to oust Newt 
Gingrich a few weeks ago. T

Walking the beat beat

p he State of Bohemianism? 
Beats Me! Dept.: This be¬ 
gins a two-part column I’ve 
been nursing for some months 
now, about going to a reading of 
Brenda Knight’s most excellent 
Women of the Beat Generation. 
Blame it on the above subtext. 

Originally, I was waiting a 
month till after my Intelligent Life 
on Earth Dinner Party. “Intelli¬ 
gent Life on Earth” is a small, in¬ 
formal e-mail list which has con¬ 
nected various far-flung, and 
wildly diverse, friends of mine 
who don’t fit into any left/right 
continuum because our paradigm 
is, instead, voluntary/mandatory. 
We’re all on the freedom-oriented 
side of that equation and fairly 
vocal about it. Some of these folks 
had known each other as elec¬ 
trons on a screen and were using, 
as an excuse for trying to meet 
face-to-face, the happy circum¬ 
stance of our astronomy maven, 
Brother Jay, being sent by his 
company in Texas to do some 
troubleshooting in Sacramento 
and Burlingame. 

Another paradigm that fails 
utterly to define these friends is 
the mainstream/marginalized 
continuum ... like the avowed 
capitalist who ain’t no slouch in 
the queer theory department. And 
therein lay my dilemma in doing 
my own retrospective on the beat 
movement, a fairly popular theme 
of late even though the major 
museum explorations have 
closed. 

I’m something of a living tes¬ 
timony to the notion that you can 
take the girl out of the counter¬ 
culture but you can’t take the 
counterculture out of the girl ... 
as evidenced by all my Tara Vol¬ 
cano Girl hiking vision quest ac¬ 
tivity, sometimes done in tie-dye. 
Alternative ways of experiencing 
and conceptualizing the world 
have been a stock in trade for me, 
especially specifically female ways 
of knowledge. At the same time, 
as someone who took part in 
dreaming Lesbian Nation only to 
narrowly escape destruction by its 
excesses, I am painfully aware of 
the failings of America’s counter¬ 
cultures. Meanwhile, I have found 
the type of philosophy and values 
it would take to transform a cul¬ 
ture - and keep it running - 
among various libertarian types 


who would fit few people’s defin¬ 
ition of counterculture (especial¬ 
ly their own). 

Yeah, if I wanted to, I could 
slap a “lesbian technopagan cy¬ 
berlibertarian” label on myself 
and whip up a pretty good case 
for that flavor of counterculture 
credentials ... but why bother? 
Like the “Death of the Hippie” rit¬ 
ual in the fall of 1967, which cele¬ 
brated instead the birth of the 
“free folks,” I’d much rather live 
my life and have my adventures, 
without the distraction of main¬ 
taining labels and identities. And 
I’m tired of how that process of 
coming up with an “identity” (or 
rigidly defined group belief sys¬ 
tem) too often winds up a com¬ 
petition for clout or “coolness” at 
the expense of exploring human 
potential. 

Think about it: beatniks, hip¬ 
pies, punks, cyberpunks, and 
queers have all found spaces 
in the margins and built 
countercultures on the 
premise they could survive 
on the mainstream’s waste 
or overabundance. 

Of these groups, only 
the hippies gave any 
thought to an alter¬ 
native econo¬ 
my (or trans¬ 
formation of 
the existing 
one). So what do you do if every¬ 
body adopts your (countercultur¬ 
al) values? Who creates the excess 
to live on? What counterculture, if 
handed the keys to the country 
and told, “Here, you have a go at 
it,” could do so? How about ... 
whichever one has values that 
work both for moments of dis¬ 
covery and for building a lasting 
new good thing? 

The thing that stung me upon 
rereading Kerouac’s On the Road 
was not just the sexism of the era 
but the amount of scamming and 
theft - “grifting” - that went into 
living the hipster life. The victims 
were very often not “The System” 
but hard-working little guys, like 
grocery store and gas station own¬ 
ers in small towns. This suggests 
two things: for all their indepen¬ 
dence of “The System,” folks like 
this still need an operating system 
from which to glean a livelihood. 
And this particular countercul¬ 
ture might not have had the val¬ 
ues that would make possible, if 
not the kind of world in which 
these folks would like to live, at 


least a larger cool community. Of 
course, that particular conun¬ 
drum usually gets lost in the as¬ 
sumption that whatever the cool 
people do is good, and that get¬ 
ting over on “squares” only makes 
them cooler still. 

Leaving aside for the moment 
the question of whether the peo¬ 
ple continuing the beat/hippie 
lineage of alternative vision, alter¬ 
native community are now found 
among the “postcounterculture” 
types (my query about the state of 
bohemianism again) ... I have a 
friend who moved off the Russian 
River because she was disgusted 
with the young people there who 
measure how cool and hip they 
are by how much they can get 
from taking advantage of others, 
especially people who do them fa¬ 
vors to keep them from slipping 
into utter poverty. She asked her¬ 
self whether she wanted to 
live among a community 
of such people; I ask 
whether I want to live in 
a world full of such people. 
I’m clear on the concept 
that the freedom-ori¬ 
ented society my “Intel¬ 
ligent Life on Earth” 
types advocate would 
see no contra¬

I find myself wondering whether I 
could go to this book reading with 
beat poets and feel as much a part 
of things as I did on the nights 
when my poetry workshop broth¬ 
ers and sisters would rush over to 
the Blue Unicorn, new creations 
in hand, for their open reading. 

Still hip? Out of it? Be one with 
finding out next week.

InterGO stops youths’ 
access to gay sites

oftware Manufacturer In¬ 
terGO Communications 
(www.intergo.com) has de¬ 
veloped a Web search engine 
called “SafeSearch” (www.safe- 
search.com) that has rated gay 
and lesbian sites, regardless of 
content, for “Mature” or “Adult 
Only” viewers. 

The search engine was created 
in the wake of some misguided ef¬ 
forts to block pornography, vio¬ 
lence, and other “objectionable” 
information from children when 
they explore the Internet. Inter¬ 
GO says about SafeSearch, “Un¬ 
like other access control products, 
SafeSearch does not simply block 
access to objectionable sites. 
Working with the latest technolo¬ 
gy in search engines, SafeSearch 
helps you and your family explore 
and enjoy the Internet without 
being exposed to objectionable 
sources.” The search engine uses a 
proprietary ratings system that 
InterGO claims as PICS (Platform 
for Internet Content Selection) 
compliant. 

When GLAAD conducted a 
search for gay and lesbian sites 
that contained no sexually explic¬ 
it materials and for those that of¬ 
fered important resources about 
the community, it was shocked to 
see the results. !OutProud! (the 
National Coalition for Gay, Les¬ 
bian, Bisexual and Transgender 
Youth) and the gay and lesbian 
youth support site Youth Assis¬ 
tance Online were both rated for 
“Mature” audiences only (17 years 
and above). It rated the Web sites 
of GLAAD and P-FLAG (Parents 
and Friends of Lesbians and 
Gays), as well as other national 
gay and lesbian organizations, for 
“Adults Only” (21 years and 
above). 

“It is disturbing to see a tech¬ 
nology that rates P-FLAG the 
same rating as it would for a site 
with sexually explicit material,” 
said Loren Javier, GLAAD’s inter¬ 
active media director. “GLAAD 
has contacted InterGO, but the 
company has not returned any 
calls or e-mail.” 

Write InterGO and let them 
know that “gay,” “lesbian,” or “sex¬ 
ual orientation” does not equal 
“objectionable.” There are tons of 
educational, information, and 
support resources about the gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, and transgender 
community that do not have sex¬ 
ually explicit materials. Many of 
these resources have become a ne¬ 
cessity to gay and lesbian youth in 
isolated areas to whom the Inter¬ 
net has become a virtual lifeline. 
If their intent is to keep youth 
safe, they must make these sites 
accessible.

‘As I See It...’ 

Felton is anti-gay 

In the recent installment of “As 
I See It...,” a column for the 
Arkansas-based computer indus¬ 
try wire Network Computer News 
(www.ncns.com), columnist 
James Felton tries to expose a 
“hidden agenda” by its major 
competitor (c/net) by asking, “Is 


c/net becoming gay/net?” Instead 
of covering news about the com¬ 
puter industry, Felton used his 
column to spew anti-gay rhetoric 
citing the “increasing number of 
‘gay-related’ articles in both c/net 
(www.cnet.com), and news.com 
(www.news.com).” Felton writes, 
“I’ve never been very interested in 
gays myself, so at first I didn’t pay 
it much attention, and just 
skipped those stories,” but when it 
printed an article about GLAAD’s 
challenging PlanetWeb (see 
GLAADAlert 6/27/97 and 
7/11/97), he had to put his foot 
down. 

Felton wrote, “The gay com¬ 
munity wants to be viewed as 
just another minority like 
women, or blacks, or others. 
Well, excuse me, but I 
have a problem with 
that. Gays are NOT just 
another minority like 
women, or Hispanics, 
or Jews. Gays are a mi¬ 
nority like murderers, 
and rapists, and drug 
addicts. They are an¬ 
other MISGUIDED 
minority. And they are welcome 
to the same benefits as other mis¬ 
guided minorities.” Felton ends by 
saying, “For those readers who are 
gay, please understand I did not 
write this to attack you. I wrote it 
in favor of protecting children. 
Rating content SHOULD work. 
And organizations with hidden 
agendas should not be allowed to 
bypass those ratings.” 

The gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender community is one of 
the largest communities on the 
Internet. That is why both Amer¬ 
ica OnLine and CompuServe re¬ 
port their gay and lesbian areas to 
be among the most popular areas 
on their respective services. At the 
same time, more and more open¬ 
ly gay and lesbian people are 
shaping the new technologies 
being developed, c/net is report¬ 
ing on the realities of the comput¬ 
er industry and the ’net. To do 
otherwise would be both irre¬ 
sponsible and inaccurate. If Net¬ 
work Computer News wants to be 
taken seriously, it should cover the 
computer industry in the inclu¬ 
sive manner as c/net does. 

Please write Felton at Network 
Computer News and tell him that 
he needs to be educated about 
sexual orientation issues. Also, 
please contact c/net and let them 
know that you appreciate their 
fair and balanced coverage and 
encourage them to continue in¬ 
cluding lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transgender people.

‘In the Life’ - 
A symbol for five years 

The Baltimore Sun wrote on 
August 4 that In the Life , a series 
that runs on some PBS stations 
nationwide, “serves as the barom¬ 
eter of the health of public televi¬ 
sion in America.” Why? Because it 
is a political symbol to some con¬ 
servatives as evidence of the “lib¬ 
eral bias” in media. The Baltimore 
Sun , in “Gay-Lesbian ‘In the Life’ 
clings to life,” outlines syme of the 


political history surrounding the 
series. The article quotes Robert 
Dole in 1992, during a campaign 
to end funding for public broad¬ 
casting: “‘It seems that the public 
broadcasting apologists are hiding 
behind Big Bird, Mr. Rogers , and 
Masterpiece Theatre, laying down 
their quality smokescreen, while 
they shovel out funding for gay 
and lesbian variety shows,’ Dole 
said, as if he were revealing the 
Communists in the State Depart¬ 
ment.” As such, “the fact that the 
series has lasted five years on PBS 
is a sign of [PBS’s] health,” sym¬ 
bolizing that PBS has not self-cen¬ 
sored to gain political favor with 
some conservatives. Howev¬ 
er, the Baltimore Sun also re¬ 
alizes that the “contin¬ 
uing marginal status” 
of the series within 
PBS “should be a cause 
for genuine concern.” 
Noting that the pro¬ 
gram is shown once 
every two months, 
and that only about 
100 of the 359 PBS 
stations broadcast it, 
the Sun recognizes that “the series’ 
marginal status is the result of 
politics, the politics of ignorance, 
fear and separation that Dole at¬ 
tempted to sound five years ago 
on the floor of the Senate.” 

Please thank the Baltimore Sun 
for recognizing the cultural and 
political significance of In the Life. 
Also, please thank WNET, In the 
Life's presenting station, for their 
support of this quality program.

‘Ad Age’ highlights 
gay ad market 

The August 4 issue of Advertis- 
ingAge, the international newspa¬ 
per for marketing professionals, 
features an extensive series of ar¬ 
ticles by Michael Wilke on the ex¬ 
plosion of gay-themed advertising 
by corporate American. Accom¬ 
panied by photos.of television 
and print ads that explicitly or 
ambiguously depict lesbian or gay 
images, Wilke addresses the many 
different aspects of this growing 
trend. He writes, “Visibility of 
gays and lesbians has reached a 
critical mass in corporate Ameri¬ 
ca and mainstream media over 
the last several years, slowly easing 
reluctance by (some) marketers... 
to court a demographic previous¬ 
ly perceived as risky.” The article 
examines the reluctance of the au¬ 
tomotive industry to include les¬ 
bian and gay images, the advertis¬ 
ing opportunities that the historic 
Ellen coming out episode present¬ 
ed, the exclusion of lesbian im¬ 
agery in much of these types of 
ads, and the problematic use of 
market research that has identi¬ 
fied the “community” as wealthy.

‘USA Today’ panel offers gay 
youths visibility opportunity

n June 30, USA Today an¬ 
nounced it was seeking 
“verbal” teen-agers to serve 
on its Teen Panel. The paper isn’t 
looking for just any teens, but 
“creative, reliable teens who can 
reflect what their peers are think¬ 
ing.” 

The national daily newspaper 
promises that “the panel will re¬ 
flect the USA’s geographic, eth¬ 
nic, and socioeconomic diversi¬ 
ty,” but has so far failed to men¬ 
tion sexual orientation/identity 
diversity. Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation 
(GLAAD) spokesperson Don 
Romesberg believes the panel 
should include queer kids, and 
encourages them to pursue the 
opportunity to be on it. 

“For lesbian, gay and trans¬ 
gender you to move to the next 
level [of societal visibility],” 
Romesberg told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, “queer youth need to be at 
the table where the decisions are 
being made. This USA Today 


panel represents great opportuni¬ 
ty for visibility.” 

The newspaper seeks high 
school freshmen, sophomores, or 
juniors “with a fairly wide circle 
of friends,” it says. The selected 
students will join an existing 
panel that, according to USA 
Today, has recently taken up such 
topics as “teen smoking and the 
TV ratings system.” 

The television ratings system 
is exactly the kind of issue where 
representation by gay youth is 
important, and where their opin¬ 
ions are crucial, according to 
GLAAD. The media watchdog 
organization warns that homo¬ 
phobia in the rating system could 
profoundly curtail queer kids’ ex¬ 
posure to gay-related program¬ 
ming. 

USA Today says that “appli¬ 
cants should address some of 
these issues: Who are you? What 
are your interests? What are the 
most pressing concerns of teens? 
What is the key to a good rela¬ 
tionship with parents? What 
don’t parents understand about 
teens? What is the dating scene 


like in your school?” As with the 
rating system, those are topics 
where queer input is vital. 

GLAAD hopes to track the 
progress of queer youths who 
apply for the panel, and is re¬ 
questing that those applicants 
notify the organization, whether 
or not the students mention on 
the application that they are out. 

“Of course it is each individ¬ 
ual’s choice,” Romesberg told the 
B.A.R., “and I can’t say what the 
right thing to do is. However, we 
would encourage people to be 
open about who they are as queer 
young people.” ▼

munities across the country. 

Vince Sales, NTFAP’s director 
of development, said Hormel pro¬ 
vided the lead gift for NTFAP’s 
“Recreating Our Future” (ROF) 
campaign that was launched in 
January. The campaign aims to re¬ 
duce the rate of HIV infection 
among gay and bisexual men of 
color by 50 percent in five years.

had been denied access to them, 
the files were being transported to 
the California Street offices of the 
Potrero Hill Medical Group. 

Ironically, Cafaro pulled up in 
her car to have a meeting with her 
medical associates at Davies just 
as police were slapping handcuffs 
on Getty and the other activists. 

“When I saw them get hand¬ 
cuffed, I was talking with a patient 
on my cell phone,” Cafaro told the 
B.A.R. “I flipped.” 

Cafaro said that she knew the 
medical records were being 
moved out of the offices, and that 
the vans were going to Bay View 
Hunter’s Point and Potrero Hill 
Medical Group. 

No letter posted 

Patients were informed of 
changes in the operation of the 
practice in an August 7 letter that 
referred people by fax and phone 
to Potrero Hill for their medical 
records. The activists had not re¬ 
ceived the letter, and it was not 
posted on the door of the practice. 

According to QCCN Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Officer Ray Mirra, the 
group is making every effort to ac¬ 
commodate patients’ requests for 


records - and they have received at 
least 150 requests for copies. 

“We do have four of five peo¬ 
ple making copies of records. 
We’ve hired a bonded licensed 
company, and they do the copying 
overnight,” he said. 

Getty, however, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he was less than 
successful in obtaining service at 
the site. He said he had called to 
request that CMG fax medical in¬ 
formation from his chart, related 
to a skin biopsy, to San Francisco 
General Hospital, but was told by 
a receptionist that it wasn’t their 
duty to fax the records. 

Cafaro acknowledged that as 
of Wednesday, August 13, she had 
begun to receive “a lot of charts,” 
but recounted a Friday, August 8 
incident when a medical assistant 
walked across the hallway to her 
CMG office and was told a copy 
would be provided - but not that 
day. 

“I had no access to the chart 
while treating the patient,” she 
said. 

Requests for patients’ files 
must be made in writing for legal 
reasons, and complete copies will 
be issued, according to Mirra, 
who reiterated that the company 
is not trying to deny Cafaro or pa¬ 
tients access to medical records, 
only to handle the situation in “an

of ZERIT Capsules vs zidovudine for the treatment of HIV-infected adults 
with CD4 counts of 50 to 500 cells/mm 3 who had received at least six 
months prior zidovudine treatment. ZERIT was administered in 
dosages of 40 mg BID for patients weighing >60 kg, and 30 mg BID 
for those weighing <60 kg. The zidovudine dosage was 200 mg TID. 

The study enrolled 822 patients with a median baseline CD4 count 
of 235 cells/mm ! (range: 10 to 735 cells/mm 3 ), and a median du¬ 
ration of prior zidovudine treatment of 88 weeks (range 11 to 356 
weeks). Fourteen percent of subjects had AIDS at baseline, 50% 
had HIV-related symptoms and 36% were asymptomatic.

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

ZERIT is contraindicated in patients with clinically significant hy¬ 
persensitivity to stavudine or to any of the components contained 
in the formulation. 

WARNINGS 

The major clinical toxicity of ZERIT is peripheral neuropathy. 
This complication occurred in 19 and 24 percent olthe 11,784 pa¬ 
tients with advanced HIV disease who received the two dose lev¬ 
els of stavudine in the Parallel Track Program'. In patients with 
less advanced HIV inlection in the zidovudine comparative trial, 
peripheral neuropathy occurred in 13 percent of ZERIT-treated 
patients as compared to 4 percent of zidovudine-treated patients.

PRECAUTIONS 
Information for Patients 

Patients should be informed that ZERIT is not a cure for HIV infec¬ 
tion, and that they may continue to acquire illnesses associated with 
HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be 
advised to remain under the care of a physician when using ZERIT. 

Patients should be informed that the most common toxicity of 
ZERIT is peripheral neuropathy. Symptoms of peripheral neuropa¬ 
thy usually include tingling, burning, pain, or numbness in the 
hands or feet. Patients should be counseled that this toxicity occurs 
with greater frequency in patients with a history of peripheral neu¬ 
ropathy. They should be advised that these symptoms should be re¬ 
ported to their physicians and that dose changes may be necessary.

® recommends that HIV-infected mothers not nurse newborn in¬ 
to reduce the risk of postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 
Laboratory Tests 

Mild to moderate increases in AST (SGOT) and ALT (SGPT) occurred com¬ 
monly in clinical trials; these did not interfere with continued therapy. 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility 
Long-term carcinogenicity studies of stavudine in animals have not 
been completed. Stavudine was not mutagenic in the Ames, E. coli 
reverse mutation, or the CHO/HGPRT mammalian cell forward gene 
mutation assays, with and without metabolic activation. Stavudine pro¬ 
duced positive results in the in vitro human lymphocyte clastogen- 
esis and mouse fibroblast assays, and in the in vivo mouse mi¬ 
cronucleus test. In the in vitro assays, stavudine elevated the frequency 
of chromosome aberrations in human lymphocytes (concentrations 
of 25 to 250 pg/mL, without metabolic activation) and increased 
the frequency of transformed foci in mouse fibroblast cells (con- 
centrations of 25 to 2500 pq/mL, with and without metabolic activation). 


In the in vivo micronucleus assay, stavudine was clastogenic in bone 
marrow cells following oral stavudine administration to mice at 
dosages of 600 to 2000 mg/kg/day for 3 days. 

No evidence of impaired fertility was seen in rats with exposures 
(based on 0™,) up to 216 times that observed following a clinical 
dosage of 1 mg/kg/day. 

Pregnancy 

Pregnancy “Category C". Reproduction studies have been performed 
in rats and rabbits with exposures (based on C rox ) up to 399 and 
183 times, respectively, of that seen at a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day 
and have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity. The incidence in fe¬ 
tuses of a common skeletal variation, unossified or incomplete ossi¬ 
fication of stemebra, was increased in rats at 399 times human exposure, 
while no effect was observed at 216 times human exposure. A slight 
post-implantation loss was noted at 216 times the human exposure 
with no effect noted at approximately 135 times the human expo¬ 
sure. An increase in early rat neonatal mortality (birth to 4 days of age) 
occurred at 399 times the human exposure, while survival of neonates 
was unaffected at approximately 135 times the human exposure. A study 
in rats showed that stavudine is transferred to the fetus through the 
placenta. The concentration in fetal tissue was approximately one-half 
the concentration in maternal plasma. There are no adequate and 
well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction 
studies are not always predictive of human response, stavudine 
should be used during pregnancy only if cleariy needed. 

Nursing Mothers 

Studies in lactating rats demonstrated that stavudine is excreted in milk. 
Although it is not known whether stavudine is excreted in human 
milk, there exists the potential for adverse effects from stavudine in 
nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing 
if they are receiving stavudine. This is consistent with the recom¬ 
mendation by the U.S. Public Health Service Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their in¬ 
fants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV. 

Pediatric Use 

Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence from 
adequate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with ad¬ 
ditional safety data in 115 pediatric patients and pharmacokinetic 
data in 25 of these patients 

Stavudine pharmacokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV- 
infected pediatric patients (age range: 5 weeks to 15 years, weight 
range: 2 to 43 kg) after IV and oral administration of 0.125, 0.5, 
1. and 2 mg/kg as single doses and as BID regimens. The mean 
± SD absolute bioavailability was 76.9 ± 31.7% (n=20). Peak plas¬ 
ma concentration (C„,„) ana area under the plasma concentration¬ 
time curve (AUC) increased in proportion to dose after both sin¬ 
gle and multiple doses. 

Following intravenous infusions (n=21), the mean ± SD volume 
of distribution was 18.5 ± 9.17 L/m 7 . The distribution of stavudine into 
cerebrospinal fluid (CSF) was assessed in 8 pediatric patients after 
12 weeks of multiple oral dosing. The concentration of stavudine in 
CSF samples ranged form 0.008 to 0.105 pg/mL at times ranging from 
2 to 3 hours post-dose (dose ranging from 0.125 to 1 mg/kg). CSF 
concentrations ranged from 16% to 125% (mean ± SD of 59% ± 35%) 
of the concentration in simultaneous plasma samples. 

The terminal elimination half-line after oral or intravenous ad¬ 
ministration of stavudine was approximately one hour. The mean ± 
SD total body clearance after intravenous infusion was 247 ± 94 
mL/min/m 7 . The mean ± SD apparent oral clearance was 333 ± 87 
mL/min/m 7 . The percent of the dose excreted uncharged in the urine 
was 34.5% after oral administration. 

The clearance of stavudine is related to both body surface area and 
body weight. When dosing according to body weight, the recommended 
dosage for pediatric patients weighing less than 30 kg is 2 mg/kg/day 
in divided doses. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or greater should 
..receive the recommended adult dose, 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The major clinical toxicity of ZERIT (stavudine) is peripheral neuropathy 
(see “WARNINGS” section). 

Adults: Peripheral neuropathy is dose related (see Table 2). 
Modest elevation of hepatic transaminases was also observed com-

orderly fashion.” 

Mirra also said, despite Getty’s 
assertion to the contrary, the 
records remain the property of 
the medical corporation. 

“If they can prove otherwise, 
they’re welcome to,” he said. 

Kaiser roiled 

The arrests were the latest in a 
series of incidents involving the 
practice. 

Well-known holistically-ori¬ 
ented physician Dr. John Kaiser 
was notified that his services were 
no longer required by the corpo¬ 
ration last July. 

When the company took over 
CMG last year, the practice was 
overstaffed and was losing money, 
according to QCCN medical di¬ 
rector Rick Elion. 

After a brief honeymoon, he 
said, it was apparent that physi¬ 
cians needed to bring in more 
revenue and changes were need¬ 
ed, he said. 

Elion said changes were at¬ 
tempted “in a fair way,” including 
a suggested increase in the number 
of patients seen hourly by physi¬ 
cians, bringing more physicians 
into the group, and other measures 
including staff reductions and a 
merger of research functions. 

But, after a dispute with Davies 
over a sublease arrangement, an 
eviction notice was served on the 
corporation by Davies CEO Greg 
Menardo. 

“Everything went downhill 
from there,” Mirra said. 

According to Mirra, Cafaro 
was let go because she declined to 
sign a contract after receiving a 
seven-day letter of intent regard¬ 
ing her employment with the cor¬ 
poration. Doctors Lawrence Gol- 
dyn and Jeremy Berge of Potrero 
Hill Medical Group returned to 
their former offices on California 
Street. Nurse practitioner Mark 
Illeman went with them. Cafaro, 
Kaiser, Dr. Lisa Lewis MD, and Dr. 
Gordon Sanford remain at Davies 
Medical Center. 

Menardo was unavailable for 
comment on the sublease situa¬ 
tion at Bay Area Reporter press 
time. 

QCCN provides medical man¬ 
agement, administration, and 
other services to an estimated 80 
physicians around the country. 

The medical network’s goal is 
to create a critical standard for 
quality of care for AIDS patients 
around the country, including ac¬ 
cess to clinical trials and a state- 
of-the-art database of clinical data 
about patients and treatments in 
an era of managed care. 

AIDS HMO: good or bad? 

Quest Comprehensive chose 
its name after receiving permis¬ 
sion from San Francisco AIDS 
specialist Dr. Margaret Poscher, 
who maintains her own 20-em- 
ployee and 5,000-patient practice 
as a separate entity called “Quest: 
A Primary Care Group.” 

“I never trademarked it,” she 
told the B.A.R., “so they could go 
ahead and use it anyway.” 

Formerly of Conant Medical 
Group, Poscher said she thinks a 
nationwide network with exacting 
standards of clinical care for peo¬ 
ple with HIV infection around the 
country, as well as increased ac¬ 
cess to clinical trials and a shared 
national database of clinical data 
about patients and treatments, 
“was good for patients.” 

Getty expressed concern that 
the corporation was trying to es¬ 
tablish a nationwide AIDS HMO. 

Although Poscher is Western 
Regional Medical Director of 
QCCN, she said her medical prac¬ 
tice is a completely separate enti¬ 
ty from the corporation. 

“My physicians are employed 
by me. It has no relationship. It’s 
independently run,” she said. T 
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Amsterdam kicks off 1998 
Gay Games with floating party

undreds of thousands of 
spectators from through- 
* out Holland and around 
the world turned out Sunday, 
August 3 for Amsterdam’s annu¬ 
al gay pride parade through its 
famed canals. The event, which 
featured more than 200 boats of 
all sizes and descriptions in a 
brisk flotilla, showcased more 
than the Netherlanders’ well- 
known support for gay rights 
and penchant for doing things 
differently from anywhere else 
on earth: it also brought atten¬ 
tion to the Gay Games and ac¬ 
companying cultural extrava¬ 
ganza that Amsterdam is due to 
host next August 1. 

Hollanders are very proud to 
be hosting the 1998 Gay Games, 
the first time in the event’s histo¬ 
ry it will be held off the North 
American continent. In prepara¬ 
tion, organizers have gained fi¬ 
nancial support from the city, the 
province, and the country, as well 
as private and corporate spon¬ 
sors. Hundreds of volunteers had 
already signed up to assist in the 
massive undertaking by the be¬ 
ginning of the pride parade, and 
scores more joined in its wake. 

Officials of the Gay Business 
Association and the Gay Games 
have been working for more 
than a year to assure the success 
of the kick-off, with impressive 
results. By the end of August 1, 
the first official day of registra¬ 
tion, more than 6,500 athletes 
had signed up to participate. The 
goal is to have 15,000 “sporters” 
from around the world - a min¬ 
imum of 40 percent of them 
women, and 11 percent of the 
total from outside Europe and 
North America - participating in 
30 games. 

In addition, organizers plan 
an unprecedented series of cul¬ 
tural events to go with the games, 
involving film, storytelling, the¬ 
atre, museum and gallery exhibi¬ 
tions, and a joint gay choral ap¬ 
pearance at the city’s famed con¬ 
cert hall. With so many attrac¬ 
tions, they expect more than 
200,000 visitors to pack the city 
for ten days next year. Gay Games 
officials say that Amsterdam has 
28,000 hotel beds for the visitors 
to stay in, but because they ac¬ 
knowledge that many more 
spaces will be needed, they have 
begun lining up athlete housing 
in schools, private homes, and 
campsites. Although they down¬ 
play concerns that the city might 
be unable to house so many peo¬ 
ple, they do suggest interested 
parties make their reservations as 
soon as possible. 

Third World outreach 

One aspect of the 1998 Gay 
Games that gives organizers their 
most visible pride is the enor¬ 
mous outreach effort being 
made to gay and lesbian athletes 
from around the world. To en¬ 
sure as much participation from 
developing countries as possible, 
the Netherlands government has 
sent letters to all Dutch em¬ 
bassies worldwide, urging em¬ 
bassy staffers to be on the look¬ 
out for queer sporters who need 
financial support to attend the 
games. The total outreach effort 
is expected to cost approximate¬ 
ly $190,000, for which a special 
fund has been established. 


Three other funds have also 
been set up to specifically sup¬ 
port the games, the cultural 
events, and general overhead ex¬ 
penses. Fundraising efforts 
through telemarketing will be 
handled in America by Great 
Lakes, a company owned by Poz 
magazine publisher Sean Strub. 
Organizers are also negotiating 
with the Ford and Rockefeller 
foundations in hopes of raising 
additional money. 

A website has also been estab¬ 
lished to make registration easier, 
both for those hoping to sign up 
for the games and those who just 
want to book hotel rooms. The 
address is www.gaygames.nl.

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HIV Planning Council nears 
vote on CARE prioritization

" he impact of protease in¬ 
hibitors was among the top¬ 
ics discussed at the Mayor’s 
HIV Health Services Planning 
Council’s Monday, August 11 
meeting. The 37-member group 
is hearing different panels present 
information on various aspects of 
HIV/AIDS services, in prepara¬ 
tion for a Saturday, August 23 re¬ 
treat where members are expect¬ 
ed to vote on the prioritization of 
federal Ryan White CARE funds. 

During this year’s prioritiza¬ 
tion process, a committee has 
been meeting weekly with the 
goal of having draft scenarios pre¬ 
pared for the council to take up at 
its retreat, which is open to the 
public. The planning council 
must prioritize the 17 service cat¬ 
egories and then establish funding 
amounts for each. Last year, the 
San Francisco eligible metropoli¬ 
tan area (EMA) received $37.3 
million in CARE funds. The EMA 
includes San Francisco, San 
Mateo, and Marin counties. 

Diane Jones, chair of the pri¬ 
oritization committee, said mem¬ 
bers will develop draft proposals 
for increased CARE funding, sta¬ 
ble funding, and decreased fund¬ 
ing. 

“We want to identify areas of 
consensus and have a draft of a 
proposal presented in advance of 
the retreat,” Jones said. “We want 


to focus on broad consensus 
points and proposals within each 
service category.” 

At a previous meeting, the 
council received a detailed analy¬ 
sis of current CARE funding from 
Will Carter, who revealed that 62 
percent of CARE funds for San 
Francisco were spent in four cate¬ 
gories: outpatient/ambulatory 
care, substance abuse, housing, 
and mental health. The remaining 
29 percent went to the other 13 
categories. Carter has advocated 


for the council to spend more 
time talking about the categories 
where the majority of funds are 
spent, as opposed to last year’s 
process, when all the service cate¬ 
gories were discussed together.

Hepatitis C experts to convene in SF next week

11 early one thousand people 
' are expected to attend a 
1 % conference on Hepatitis C 
next Friday, August 22 in San 
Francisco, to discuss the little- 
known disease that by now is re¬ 
sponsible for a third of all liver 
transplants performed in the 
United States. Conference atten¬ 
dees will include healthcare work¬ 
ers; substance abuse counselors, 
case managers, and outreach 
workers; plus patients and their 
families. 

The biggest questions, accord¬ 
ing to conference organizers, cen¬ 
ter around vaccine research and 
treatment issues. Efforts are un¬ 
derway to find a vaccine or cure 


by the turn of the millennium, an 
undertaking that becomes in¬ 
creasingly urgent as the incidence 
of Hepatitis C reaches near-epi¬ 
demic proportions. In fact, esti¬ 
mates that more than 70 percent 
of all current and past injection 
drug users are now infected with 
the Hepatitis C virus have led to a 
consensus among many in the 
substance abuse community that 
the disease has already become 
the “exploding hidden epidemic 
of the 1990s.” The problem is am¬ 
plified by the lack of knowledge 
about the disease, and the lack of 
awareness among most of those 
infected that they are carrying the 
virus. 

Most Hepatitis C infections 
have been contracted through in¬ 
jection drug use, blood transfu¬ 


sions (prior to 1989), dialysis 
treatments, and sexual activity, 
but an estimated 30 percent of 
those who have the virus have no 
identifiable history of exposure. 
Between 25,000 and 30,000 Amer¬ 
icans are infected every year; near¬ 
ly 4 million are now believed to be 
carriers with no symptoms. 

Eventually, over a period of 
one to four decades, the disease 
progresses, even in those who ini¬ 
tially show no symptoms. Left un¬ 
treated, it can cause liver cell dam¬ 
age, inflammation of the liver, and 
- in more than 60 percent of those 
infected - liver failure. 

At present, the only FDA-ap¬ 
proved treatment for Hepatitis C 
infection is interferon, and then 
only for adults; treatment of chil¬ 
dren is still under investigation. 


However, numerous advances in 
understanding the diseases have 
prompted next week’s conference, 
as a place where many of the 
country’s leading Hepatitis C re¬ 
searchers, experts, and treatment 
providers have a place to gather 
and share information. 

Among other topics, the re¬ 
searchers are expected to address 
the epidemiology of the disease, 
medical management, research, 
prevention, transplants, funding, 
and the needs of those living with 
the infection. ▼

Maitri to dedicate new home

I n an effort to meet the changes 
in the AIDS pandemic, Maitri, 
an agency in San Francisco’s 
Castro district that has operated a 
singular program of hospice care, 
will begin its second decade with 
an expanded program and a new 
facility designed for optimal resi¬ 
dent care. A dedication ceremony 
will take place next Wednesday, 
August 20 at Maitri’s new home. 

Recent HIV/AIDS treatment 
options that have improved the 
health of many living with HIV 
have thereby led to a decrease in 
the need for hospice care. Con¬ 
currently, needs for housing and 
other support services have in¬ 
creased as people are living longer, 
Maitri staff said. 

To help meet the changing 
community need, Maitri (a San¬ 
skrit word meaning “compassion¬ 
ate friendship,” and pronounced 
MY-tree) is expanding from hos¬ 
pice care to a broad range of resi¬ 
dential HIV care for those people 
in greatest need. They are also 
nearly doubling the number of 
people who will be served, from 
eight to 15 people. 

Maitri Executive Director Bill 
Musick said the agency’s name 
has changed to reflect these 
changes. Maitri AIDS Hospice is 
now Maitri: Residential Care for 
People Living with AIDS. 

The new fully state-licensed fa¬ 
cility will have 15 private resident 
rooms around a courtyard and 
shared living ar^is. A federal grant 
of $1.6 million from Housing Op¬ 
portunities for People with AIDS 
(HOPWA) enabled the agency to 
purchase the building on Duboce

Avenue, as well as complete part 
of the renovation work, said 
Daniel Sauro, development direc¬ 
tor. 

Sauro told the B.A.R. that 
other funding for the $3^million v 
project included a HOPWA loan 
in the amount of $833,000; a low 
interest housing loan of $100,000; 
and $462,300 in private funds.

Last year, Maitri launched a capi¬ 
tal campaign to raise the private 
funds. Sauro added that next 
week’s dedication caps a project 
that originally started five years 
ago. Maitri’s annual budget is cur¬ 
rently around $528,000, Sauro 
said. 

The residential units will be on 
the second floor of the two-story 
building that the agency pur¬ 
chased from California Pacific 
Medical Center for the bargain 
price of $500,000 - half of its ap¬ 
praised value, according to Sauro. 
Finishing touches were being 
completed this week, and clients 
are expected to begin moving in 
on August 25, Sauro said. The 
ground floor will be rental space 
that will generate income through 
leases to help offset operating 
costs. 

For the last ten years, Maitri 
has had eight clients housed in 
two multi-story Victorian build¬ 
ings. Those will no longer be 
needed; one will revert back to its 
owner, the Hartford Street Zen 
Center. Maitri’s lease on the other 
Victorian will terminate in a few 
weeks, Sauro explained. 

“As the epidemic changes, 
Maitri has strived to respond with 
flexibility, adapting our program 
to make certain that service deliv¬ 
ery is fully appropriate to the 
rapidly changing needs of the 
community,” said Bill Aseltyne, 
board president. “We are proud of 
Maitri’s long record of compas¬ 
sionate care to people with AIDS 
and want to ensure ongoing 
refuge for those wi^ few or no re¬ 
sources.” 


New targets, new 
medical component 

When Maitri fills the 12 avail¬ 
able spaces (three current clients 
are expected to move to the new 
site), people will apply through 
the agency; the beds will not be 
filled using the CHIPS (Central¬ 
ized Housing Information Place¬ 
ment Service) list. Mary Ellen 
Mullin, program director at 
Maitri, said people who are wait¬ 
ing on CHIPS can apply for ser¬ 


vices at Maitri. 

The reason Maitri received a 
CHIPS waiver from the depart¬ 
ment of Public Health AIDS Of¬ 
fice is because of the medical 
component that is offered. 

“People have to meet certain 
criteria at the time they come in; 
they have to require skilled nurs¬ 
ing care or be homebound,” Mu¬ 
sick told the B.A.R.

Governor Peron? 

Medical marijuana 
advocate makes 
it official — 
he’s running

H ust as he is about to go on 
trial in San Francisco Supe- 
|y| rior Court, medical marijua¬ 
na advocate and Cannabis Culti¬ 
vators Club (CCC) owner Dennis 
Peron has announced he will run 
for governor in the 1998 primary 
as a Republican; he’ll be facing 
state Attorney General Dan Lun- 
gren, whose office will be trying to 
shut down the CCC permanently 
when they head into court Mon¬ 
day, August 18. 

Peron is believed to be the first 
openly gay Republican candidate 
for governor. 

Admittedly, Peron considers 
himself a long shot. Lungren is 
considered a shoo-in for the Re¬ 
publican nomination. But the 
June 1998 primary will be “open,” 
meaning people can vote for any 
candidate regardless of party affil¬ 
iation. Peron, who calls himself a 
“liberal Republican,” thinks a lot 
of Democrats will vote for him. 

“I figure most Californians are 
liberal Republicans,” Peron told 
the B.A.R. “Everything is out of 
whack. Lincoln thought everyone 
should be free. That sounds like a 
good idea to me.” 

Last November, Proposition 
215, the medical marijuana initia¬ 
tive, was approved by voters, 
much to the ire of Lungren, whose 
office will be prosecuting Peron in 
the civil jury trial set to begin 
Monday. The charges stem from 
the August 1996 raid by state nar¬ 
cotics agents that subsequently 
closed the buyers club. In January, 
Superior Court Judge David Gar¬ 


cia lifted the preliminary injunc¬ 
tion, and the Cannabis Buyers 
Club opened as the CCC. 

Peron and five others face 
criminal charges relating to last 
summer’s raid in Alameda Coun¬ 
ty Superior Court; that trial will 
probably get underway next 
month in Oakland. 

Peron said he has not hired a 
campaign manager yet, nor does 
the fledgling campaign have 
much in the way of funds. He 
does, however, possess substantial 
name recognition, one of the ne¬ 
cessities in running for statewide 
office. He and the medical mari¬ 
juana issue have become synony¬ 
mous, and have been extensively 
covered throughout the state and 
nation over the past year. 

Medical marijuana is now legal 
in the state, something Peron is 
deeply satisfied with; he has oper¬ 
ated the buyers club for several 
years, allowing people living with 
HIV/AIDS, cancer, glaucoma, and 
other life-threatening illnesses ac¬ 
cess to the herb. Since the passage 
of Proposition 215, other buyers 
clubs have started springing up 
around the state, but none has 
achieved the notoriety of Peron’s, 
which is prominently located on 
Market Street. 

Peron, who said he has grown 
“disgusted with politics,” is never¬ 
theless excited about the cam¬ 
paign. In typical fashion, he has 
also infused humor into the race, 
jokingly suggesting he’d like to see 
if former presidential candidate 
Ross Perot has any leftover cam¬ 
paign signs to donate. Only the “t” 
would need to be altered, Peron 
quipped. T

NIH panel calls for 
more medical 
marijuana research

p ; ealth officials have released 
an expert panel’s report 
? about the possible medical 
uses of marijuana and - in short 
- the report says more and better 
research into the issue is needed. 

The National Institutes of 
Health made the group’s report 
available last Friday, August 8, 
even as NIH reviews its contents 
and conclusions. 

The group of eight doctors and 
medical professors met in Febru¬ 
ary to evaluate scientific studies 
on marijuana and to consider the 
need for, and feasibility of, addi¬ 
tional research. 

The experts state they have 
“varying degrees of enthusiasm” 
to allow smoked marijuana for 
several medical conditions, in¬ 
cluding glaucoma and the nausea 


and vomiting associated with 
chemotherapy. They say their en¬ 
thusiasm is “tempered,” however, 
because effective, alternative treat¬ 
ments are already available for 
many of these problems. 

The panel points out several 
concerns about smoked marijua¬ 
na, including adverse effects on 
the lung and other long-term ef¬ 
fects in patients with chronic ill¬ 
nesses, such as impairment of the 
immune system. 

Proponents of medical mari¬ 
juana think it should be made 
available in order to, among other 
things, stimulate appetite and in¬ 
duce weight gain among patients 
suffering from AIDS-associated 
weight loss. 

NIH director Harold Varmus 
says the NIH, as always, is open to 
receiving applications for research 
grants for studies into the medical 
efficacy of marijuana. ▼

Only three of ten gay bills 
survive to August break

oth houses of the Califor¬ 
nia Legislature recessed for 
two weeks last Tuesday 
night, August 12, after dozens of 
hastily written, lobbyist-driven 
trailer bills (derisively called 
“trailer trash” by insiders) were 
slipped into budget bills for pas¬ 
sage. The legislature will return 
to work on Monday, August 25 to 
take up more urgent pending leg¬ 
islation, which must be out of 
committee by August 29 and off 
the floor by the September 12 
deadlines. 

Of the ten major gay rights 
bills that started this legislative 
session, three have survived and 
will face legislative scrutiny in a 
changed political climate. Increas¬ 
ingly, seemingly safe votes are 
being jeopardized as Democratic 
legislators, apparently seeking 
higher office or peaceful terms, 
pander to conservative and reli¬ 
gious lobbies and either vote 
against gay bills outright or ab¬ 
stain from voting and allow key 
bills to fail for lack of needed 
votes. 

At least one more vote for 
pending bills is needed in the Sen¬ 
ate, and both sides are wooing 
three Democrats and an Indepen¬ 
dent. Rights lobbyists must vie for 
the favors of Ruben Ayala, D- 
Chino; Jim Costa, D-Fresno; Steve 
Peace, D-Chula Vista; and 
Quentin Kopp, I-San Francisco; 
all of whom voted against gay 
marriage legislation last year. 

The pending bills are: 

• AB 257 by Assemblymember 
Antonio Villaraigosa, which 
would repeal the Labor Code Pro¬ 
vision that prohibits discrimina¬ 
tion in employment based upon 
sexual orientation, and place that 
protection under the Fair Em¬ 
ployment and Housing Act. 
Housing protections which are in 


place under the Unruh Civil 
Rights Act would require that 
statute to reflect this case law. 
Governor Wilson vetoed AB 101, 
a similar bill, six years ago. AB 257 
squeaked out the Assembly with 
41 votes this year. 

• AB 1059 by Assemblymem¬ 
ber Carole Migden, which would 
require that insurers who provide 
spousal healthcare coverage also 


offer the same coverage to domes¬ 
tic partners. The bill includes a 
mechanism by which domestic 
partners may register for coverage 
purposes. 

• AB 310 by Assembly Pro Tern 
Sheila Kuehl would amend the 
Fair Employment and Housing 
Act by removing caps on damages 
awarded for employment dis¬ 
crimination; it would also permit 


courts to award statutory dam¬ 
ages up to three times the amount 
of compensatory damages; limit 
FEHA’s religious exemption; pro¬ 
vide for reasonable accommoda¬ 
tion for pregnant employees; ex¬ 
pand coverage to protect contract 
service providers; and prohibit 
genetic discrimination in em¬ 
ployment. Numerous other pro¬ 
visions would protect workers 


from “a hostile work environ¬ 
ment” 

The Kuehl bill is being touted 
as a “gay rights” bill, but only a 
couple of the provisions can be 
stretched to accommodate gay 
civil rights. The perception of AB 
310 as a gay rights bill is more a 
function of its enemies identify¬ 
ing the author than of the bill’s 
content. ▼

were carefully guarding the door¬ 
way and allowed some people in 
who had lived on the second floor 
of the building; the other floors 
were too dangerous. 

James Barry, one of the people 
waiting outside, told the B.A.R. he 
was set to move into the Delta and 
doesn’t know what he will do 
now. He said firefighters arrived 
quickly and worked hard to keep 
damage to a minimum. 

’’The fire department was real 
good, they saved a couple of 
buildings and fought the fire in a 
poor area the same way they fight 
fires in the rich neighborhoods,” 
Barry told the B.A.R. 

In fact, firefighters did prevent 
the adjoining Baldwin Hotel from 
burning, although residents there 
were evacuated as a precaution. 
Several businesses on the ground 
floor of the Delta also suffered ex¬ 
tensive water and smoke damage. 

The American Red Cross 
quickly moved to set up an emer¬ 
gency shelter two blocks away. 
Plans are being made to assist the 
residents in finding new housing 
immediately. 

In an ironic coincidence, Su¬ 
pervisor Gavin Newsom proposed 
legislation relating to SROs on 
Monday afternoon at the board 
meeting.

ed of violating the city’s housing 
code would have to serve time in 
their own buildings. Newsom had 
recently toured the South of Mar¬ 
ket neighborhood, although the 
Delta was not one of the SROs he 
visited, an aide told the B.A.R. 

Mary Mallen, Newsom’s aide, 
said the supervisor is “really con¬ 
cerned about” conditions he saw 
at several SROs he toured. 

Ultimately, the amount of re¬ 
construction will be determined 
by the city’s Department of Build¬ 
ing Inspection. The long-term 
issue, Lee said, is what happens if 
the building is uninhabitable or is 
required to undergo substantial 
construction and be brought up 
to code. The amount of work the

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Atlanta hosts First National Forum 
On/For HIV-Negative Gay Men

he fact that HIV-negative 
gay men must contend with 
M different mental health and 
prevention needs than HIV-posi¬ 
tive gay men raises important 
questions about how to provide 
services and prevention efforts 
that target them without polariz¬ 
ing the gay male community. De¬ 
lineating the needs of negative 
men, and how best to serve them, 
were the main points of the First 
National Forum On and For HIV- 
Negative Gay Men, held during 
the 19th annual National Lesbian 
and Gay Health Conference, in 
Atlanta, July 26. 

Participants in the day-long 
forum noted that the single great¬ 
est need of HIV-negative men is a 
willingness on their own and oth¬ 
ers’ part to acknowledge that they 
actually have needs peculiar to 
their HIV status. One audience 
member, in a follow-up dialogue 
between HIV-positive and HIV¬ 
negative men, used the term “vir¬ 
tual HIV” to describe the experi¬ 
ence of “living with HIV/AIDS” 
without actually being infected 
with the virus. 

“Many of those of us who 
don’t have HIV/AIDS have dealt 
with it in men we love,” he said. 
“While biologically it’s not the 
same as having it, we’ve been af¬ 
fected by it profoundly.” 

It has taken time to recognize 
that HIV-negative men have 
unique needs. H. Alexander 
Robinson, the openly HIV-posi¬ 
tive chair of the board of the Na¬ 
tional Task Force on AIDS Pre¬ 
vention, noted that when he was 


living in San Francisco in the ear¬ 
liest years of the epidemic, “gay 
men, all of‘unknown’ status be¬ 
cause it was pre-test, were taking 
care of gay men dying. Then with 
the test, HIV-positive and nega¬ 
tive men were taking care of dying 
gay men. Then there was a real¬ 
ization of the need for ‘safe’ space 
for HIV-positives. Then there was 
the realization of the need for 
similar space for HIV-negatives.” 
Perhaps inevitably, he said, there 
was then “talk about ‘viral 
apartheid.’” 

Such talk has pervaded discus¬ 
sions about HIV prevention since 
the unique needs of HIV-negative 
gay men were first discussed at the 
national level during the 1994 
Dallas Prevention ‘Summit’ spon¬ 
sored by the San Francisco-based 
Gay and Lesbian Medical Associa¬ 
tion. GLMA’s executive director 
Ben Schatz said in the Atlanta 
forum that the uninfected must 
learn to advocate for their own 
needs without suggesting that 
they are either more or less im¬ 
portant than those of people with 
HIV. “You might not like that 
there are differences” between the 
infected and uninfected, he said, 
“but if they do exist, then people 
doing [HIV] prevention have an 
obligation to target those.” He 
added, “Don’t overemphasize the 
differences or commonalties be¬ 
tween the HIV-positive and neg¬ 
ative.” 

George Bellinger, Jr., a black 
gay AIDS activist from New York 
City, noted in the negative/posi¬ 
tive dialogue, “Most of our pre¬ 
vention efforts have been led by 
HIV-positive men. One problem 
for HIV-negative men is that a lot

of prevention programs are 
housed in AIDS organizations, 
where HIV-positive people have a 
lot of power. The HIV-negative 
may feel very out of place with an 
AIDS organization. We need to 
think about housing prevention 
for HIV-negative men in other 
places.”

tive men in the forum agreed that 
the fusion of gay identity and HIV 
in the public mind and the minds 
of many gay men - what they 
called the ‘AIDSification’ of gay 
life - impedes their efforts to de¬ 
fine themselves and their sexuali¬ 
ty as being about more than just 
their HIV status. One discussion 
group described the “need for cel¬ 
ebrating gay life beyond HIV.” An¬ 
other group said that although 
there should be separate spaces 
where positives and negatives can 
discuss their respective needs, 
they should be brought together 
afterward. 

Speaking of the antibody 
“chasm” between positives and 
negatives that activists seem to 
stress far more than ordinary gay 
men who are busy simply living 
and relating with one another, 
John Robinson, director of the 
African-American Gay Men’s Pro¬ 
ject at Georgia State University, 
said, “The virus is the culprit. 
Why do we let it divide us?” 

Fostering a sense of gay identi¬ 
ty beyond HIV antibody status, 
and of investment in building a 
lasting gay community, was wide¬ 
ly seen in the forum as an essen¬ 
tial element of prevention for 
HIV-negative gay men. Rather 
than issuing moral absolutes - ”a 
condom every time” - and as¬ 
suming that a high level of intel¬ 
lectual knowledge about HIV will 
prevent new HIV infections, pre¬ 
vention researchers also are look¬ 
ing at the psychological and emo¬ 
tional underpinnings of sexual 
behavior. Talking about this shift 
in emphasis, Ron Stahl, of the 
Center for AIDS Prevention Stud¬ 
ies at the University of Califor- 
nia-San Francisco, said, “We’ve 
focused on the wrong type of 
knowledge. It’s self-knowledge 
that matters.” 

Gabriel Rotello, author of 
Sexual Ecology , observed that 
self-knowledge on the part of in¬ 
dividuals and the gay communi¬ 
ty in general is essential to stop¬ 
ping the AIDS epidemic. “We 
have viewed prevention as a me¬ 
chanical or technological issue of 
condoms,” he said. But to be truly 
effective, he said prevention re¬ 
quires “transformative change” 
in the sexual behavior of individ¬ 


ual gay men, and in the norms of 
the community. Because “gay 
men are human and it is virtual¬ 
ly impossible to expect 100 per¬ 
cent compliance with condom 
use,” Rotello, like many others in 
the forum, advocated “negotiat¬ 
ed safety” as a realistic and useful 
approach to prevention for gay 
men. Negotiated safety is a term 
for the way sexual partners de¬ 
cide the level of risk they are will¬ 
ing to assume together in view of 
their HIV antibody status, their 
relationship, and their personal 
values. 

To promote the kind of change 
that would transform the over¬ 
whelming burden of AIDS on gay 
men in this country, New York 
journalist Mark Schoofs said, 
“Honesty, communication, intro¬ 
spection - these should be the 
main community norms we seek 
to create. Preventing HIV infec¬ 
tion is a side benefit of this.” 

The role of anal sex 

Eric Rofes, author of Reviving 
the Tribe, said prevention for 
HIV-negative gay men “must 
change radically, or it will have to 
close its doors.” He explained that 
prevention educators “must aban¬ 
don the role of moral judge,” and 
should “help people develop a 
framework for ‘low-risk promis¬ 
cuity.’” Although Rofes said he 
disagrees with Rotello’s promo¬ 
tion of monogamy as a corner¬ 
stone of prevention efforts, he 
added that they “agree on the 
need for a long-term shift in 
meanings, such as a shift in the 
role of anal sex in gay male iden¬ 
tity.” 

In line with similar remarks 
made throughout the health con¬ 
ference, Rofes said there should be 
a “shift from HIV prevention to 
doing gay men’s health.” Like gay 
men of color, who, Rofes noted, 
have long couched prevention ef¬ 
forts in broader cultural discus¬ 
sions, Rofes said HIV prevention 
should become a subset of broad¬ 
er gay health concerns that in¬ 
clude such issues as addiction, gay 
youth, and masculine identities. 
In short, said Rofes, effectively 
summarizing the day’s discussion, 
“It’s about building a community 
for the future.” ▼

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Gay, AIDS activists 
among those 
concerned over 
changes in DC

he federal takeover of cer¬ 
tain local responsibilities 
and the gutting of represen¬ 
tative government in the District 
of Columbia worries many gay 
and AIDS activists. Others are so 
frustrated with the continued de¬ 
cline in services and inability to 
make the system work in Wash¬ 
ington, they have resigned them¬ 
selves to the changes. 

The problems of the District 
are legion, stuff which through its 
continued repetition has long lost 
its ability to shock: a debt-ridden 
government so inept that year 
after year it has returned millions 
of dollars in federal housing 
money because it did not spend it; 
a school system that cannot count 
the number of students enrolled 
in it, or even the number of em¬ 
ployees it is sending checks to; 
and so on. 

It is the product of a bureau¬ 
cracy where the word “account¬ 
ability” has no meaning. A system 
intentionally created as so dys¬ 
functional there are no records and 
no accounting, and hence little way 
to measure success or failure. 

This latest attempt to “rescue” 
DC is a deal between Congress 
and the White'Hoiise as part of 
the overall federal budget bill. The 
federal government assumes large 
longstanding pension obligations 
and direct responsibility for cer¬ 
tain services such as prisons. The 
federally appointed Control 
Board, named two years ago, will 
gain increased power. Meanwhile, 
elected officials will be reduced to 
little more than ceremonial fig¬ 
ureheads. The temporary measure 
is expected to continue for four 
years. 

Because gays and lesbians have 
been an important part of the 
local electoral process for 20 years, 
Gay and Lesbian Activists Alliance 
President Rick Rosendall fears 
that the Control Board will be 
much less open to concerns of the 
community than elected officials 
have been. 

He raised a recent series of in¬ 
cidents where regulatory authori¬ 
ties appeared to be cracking down 
on gay bars and baths, singling 
them out for discriminatory treat¬ 
ment. “The community was able 
to put pressure on the Mayor and

meet with [Howard] Cross [direc¬ 
tor of the Department of Con¬ 
sumer and Regulatory Affairs]” to 
express our concerns. The harass¬ 
ment stopped. Rosendall fears 
that the Control Board will not be 
as responsive to the community. 

ACT UP’s Steve Michael is 
concerned that AIDS policy will 
no longer be made by local elect¬ 
ed officials but “by people report¬ 
ing to arch-conservative Senator 
Lauch Faircloth [R-North Caroli¬ 
na].” That could have a major im¬ 
pact on issues such as prevention 
education and needle exchange. 
Faircloth chairs a committee with 
jurisdiction over the District of 
Columbia. 

Michael and community ac¬ 
tivist Phil Panned were among the 
13 people arrested outside the 
White House on August 4 to 
protest President Clinton’s pend¬ 
ing signature of the legislation. 
The demonstration represented a 
broad coalition of local organiza¬ 
tions. 

But most residents of DC, gay 
and straight, while lamenting the 
further degradation of local self- 
rule, saw the action as the only al¬ 
ternative. As National Association 
of People With AIDS (NAPWA) 
executive director Cornelius 
Baker said, “What truly diminish¬ 
es democracy is leaders that don’t 
lead and who allow conditions to 
deteriorate to a point where citi¬ 
zens’ lives are in danger.” T 


Rash arrest leads 
to $15l< lawsuit

A Florida man arrested nearly four years ago after police al¬ 
legedly observed him masturbating in a department store 
men’s room has filed suit against the Altamonte Springs and 
Sanford police departments. The 35-year-old man, Terry Kaplan, 
says he was merely scratching a rash when an officer watched him 
through a peephole in the wall of the toilet stall he was using. His 
suit claims invasion of privacy, false arrest, and malicious prosecu¬ 
tion and seeks more than fifteen-thousand dollars in damages. 

Officers had been staking out the men’s room inside the Gayfers 
Department Store because store managers had complained of 
cruising in the restroom. Kaplan’s criminal case has not yet gone to 
trial. ▼

UCSF tries healing 
with body and mind

esearchers at the University of 
Ilf California, San Francisco are 
going beyond the physical to 
help patients deal with disease. 

They are starting to incorpo¬ 
rate spirituality and alternative 
therapies along with traditional 
Western medicine into a complete 
healing process. ' 

UCSF offers an eight-week 
stress-reduction course to pa¬ 
tients. And earlier this summer, 
some 30 HIV-infected individuals 
attended the center’s unprece¬ 
dented all-day “healing retreat” 
for AIDS patients. 

According to Dr. Jason Toku- 


moto, UCSF AIDS Clinic director, 
“Surveys have shown many pa¬ 
tients are into alternative methods 
of healing. Not only are patients 
becoming more aware of these al¬ 
ternative methods, but more and 
more healthcare providers and 
medical institutions are recogniz¬ 
ing the benefits of some of these 
methods.” 

The focus is on meditation, at- 
titudinal healing, spirituality, and 
personal empowerment. 

Ken Farber, director of the 
Mindfulness Based Stress Reduc¬ 
tion and Well-Being Program at 
UCSF, says the goal of his stress- 
reduction course is to teach skills 
patients can apply to their daily 
life for coping with mental, emo¬ 


tional, physical and interpersonal 
challenges. 

Farber says most people who 
complete the course report reduc¬ 
tions in both physical and psy¬ 
chological symptoms. He notes 
earlier studies have shown the in¬ 
tegration of behavioral and relax¬ 
ation therapies with conventional 
medicine can provide relief to 
back pain sufferers. 

Don Goewey of the Center for 
Attitudinal Healing in Sausalito, 
who co-hosted the HIV retreat, 
says the focus is on love as an im¬ 
portant healing force. 

As he puts it, “Our programs are 
not about illness or dying, but rather 
about the quality of living, no mat¬ 
ter what the circumstances.” T

tions improve, they will leave 
Maitri’s program and make the 
transition to other types of hous¬ 
ing, he added. “People who have 
episodic illnesses may be hospital¬ 
ized and after [recovering], may 
not be able to go home,” he said. 
“They may need time and a high¬ 
er level of care.” 

At a recent meeting of the 
Mayor’s HIV Health Services 
Planning Council, Musick briefly 
explained the agency’s expanded 
services. For example, historically, 
Maitri’s hospice program was not 
licensed by the state as a residen¬ 
tial care facility for the chronical¬ 
ly ill. 

Maitri’s new program will pro¬ 
vide transitional care, and while 
residential hospice care will still 
be offered, other types of care will 
include housing stabilization, 
medical stabilization, and respite 
care. Formerly, Maitri served only 
terminally ill people with AIDS; 
now the agency will still provide a 


program for those clients, as well 
as others living with AIDS who 
have an annual income of less 
than $22,550. Another change is 
that room and board charges that 
had run at 90 percent of the 
client’s income will now change to 
30 percent of the client’s income. 

Sauro said the agency’s mis¬ 
sion of serving the impoverished 
has not changed with the expand¬ 
ed services, nor has the hospice 
component been eliminated, as it 
is still needed. 

Thousands of 
homeless PWAs 

In San Francisco, there are 
roughly 3,000 people living with 
HIV who are either homeless or 
living in marginal housing, Maitri 
staff said. It has become increas¬ 
ingly clear to many that housing 
with supportive services for low 
income people with HIV is essen¬ 
tial for them to benefit from the 
new medical treatment options. 

But, as virtually everyone in 
the San Francisco AIDS commu¬ 
nity readily acknowledges, the 
new treatments do not help every¬ 


one. Medical complications and 
accessibility to the treatments are 
significant issues. Maitri’s re¬ 
vamped program and new facili¬ 
ty will address these needs. 

“Maitri’s new home is the cul¬ 
mination of years of effort by the 
city and county of San Francisco, 
and the San Francisco Redevel¬ 
opment Agency, as well as 
Maitri’s board, staff, volunteers, 
and supporters,” Musick said. 
“The facility will be a great asset, 
and we intend to maximize its 
value by continually reassessing 
the services that are offered there 
to ensure that Maitri continues 
to meet the greatest community 
needs.” T

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Next in line for expanded access

, everal previous ACT 
UP/Golden Gate Writers 
Pool articles in the B.A.R. 
have focused on the problem of 
HIV drug resistance and the fail¬ 
ure of current antiviral regimens. 
People with AIDS who have not 
benefited from the new drugs 
have been on the look-out for 
other options coming down the 
pipeline. Fortunately, three 
different treatment pos¬ 
sibilities are on the 
cusp of availability. » 

One drug, 1592, 
opened its compassion¬ 
ate use program in July. 

The other drugs, PMEA 
and DMP-266, will 
open their own access 
programs and will be 
within reach in the 
next few months. 

The antiviral drug, PMEA or 
adefovir dipoxivil, is slated for an 
expanded access program this fall. 
Different from the nucleoside 
analogs AZT and 3TC, the drug is 
from a new class of anti-retrovi- 
rals called nucleotide analogs. 
While both classes act on the re¬ 
verse transcriptase enzyme of the 
virus, nucleotide analogs are 
ready-activated, which means 
they don’t require a particular 
chemical used in nucleosides in 
order to enter the cell. They also 
have an effect on other HIV-in¬ 


fected cells called “macrophages.” 
The drug is important, as it is a 
new class of drug, which could be 
combined with existing antivirals. 

A balm from Gilead 

Gilead Sciences from Foster 
City is the ambitious pioneer in 
nucleotide science. After focusing 
research on anti-sense and gene 
therapy, the company has clearly 
shown interest in this new line of 
anti-retrovirals. One would hope 
that at least one of their new nu¬ 
cleotides hits the target. Gilead 
is developing adefovir, 
along with a long list of 
nucleotide analogs for 
several other viruses 
such as cy¬ 
tomegalovirus, Epstein- 
Barr, herpes simplex, 
human papilloma, 
and varicella-zoster. 
They even have an 
influenza drug in de¬ 
velopment and an 
HIV protease inhibitor. Their 
drug Vistide (cidofovir) has re¬ 
cently been approved, and is a 
third-line IV therapy for CMV re¬ 
tinitis. Cidofovir is also being 
looked at for genital warts caused 
by HPV. 

Finally, keep your eyes and ears 
open for PMPA, a powerful 
cousin to adefovir that is in Phase 
II studies and looks to be more 
promising than adefovir. Adefovir 
has been shown to be active 
against HIV and CMV in the test 
tube and in animals. It was found 



Marin AIDS 
Project seeks 
volunteers

ith an estimated 13 new 
AIDS cases diagnosed 
1 each month in Marin 
County, the Marin AIDS Project 
is looking for more volunteers to 
swell its ranks. 

New volunteers, who will join 
the 200 to 250 already working 
with the San Rafael-based organi¬ 
zation, will be able to choose from 
a variety of jobs that run the 
gamut from answering office 
phones to taking clients out for an 
afternoon movie. 

Volunteer work falls into sev¬ 
eral general categories: emotional 
support, practical support such as 
housekeeping, child care and run¬ 
ning errands, delivery of hot 
meals, massage therapy, AIDS 
prevention education, and office 
and events planning assistance. 

One of the newest and most 
exciting areas where volunteers 
can lend their expertise, according 
to the director of volunteer ser¬ 
vices, Emily Brown-Leist, is set¬ 
ting up clients with donated com¬ 
puter systems that allow them to 
access valuable information on 
the Internet. 

“We have only one person 
doing this now,” said Brown-Leist. 
“Poor Richard is running himself 
ragged.” 

Volunteer efforts are “the heart 
of the Marin AIDS Project,” ac¬ 
cording to the agency’s literature, 
which says there are 18 volunteers 


to every paid staff person. 

In fact, volunteers provide al¬ 
most a half million dollars worth 
of donated services annually. 
Without all these helpful people 
the organization’s budget of ap¬ 
proximately $1.1 million would 
jump about 50 percent. 

Founded in 1984, the Marin 
AIDS Project is the county’s old¬ 
est and largest AIDS services or¬ 
ganization. In addition to direct 
services for people with 
HIV/AIDS it sponsors outreach 
and education programs for gay 
and bisexual men, Latinos, 
African-Americans, substance 
abusers, homeless people, youth, 
San Quentin prison inmates and 
their partners, and county jail and 
juvenile hall inmates. 

It also maintains a resource li¬ 
brary, and is collaborating with 
the Center for AIDS Prevention 
Studies at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia in San Francisco to devel¬ 
op AIDS education programs. ▼

that the drug did not absorb very 
well, so a pro-drug, bis-POM 
PMEA was developed which im¬ 
proves uptake in the body. Clini¬ 
cal trials of adefovir in an IV for¬ 
mulation and in an oral form 
have shown a modest drop in 
viral load similar to AZT 
monotherapy. 

According to Dr. Steven Deeks, 
who investigated adefovir in trials 
at SFGH, “Considering its modest 
anti-HIV effect, it is unlikely to be 


a home run like the protease in¬ 
hibitors were. However, because it 
is very active in resting cells and 
macrophages, it may be very help¬ 
ful in preventing viral break¬ 
throughs in patients already on 
combination therapy.” In labora¬ 
tory experiments the drug is ap¬ 
parently synergistic with AZT, 
ddC, and d4T. Gilead’s Dr. Julie 
Cherrington says adefovir has low 
level cross-resistance to ddl and 
AZT, but fortunately the pattern 
may not be significant enough to 
be a problem. The drug appears to 
be safe, although some clinicians 
have seen an elevation of two dif¬ 
ferent kidney enzymes, which 


dropped when the drug was dis¬ 
continued. The most encouraging 
aspect of adefovir is that it stays in 
the cells a long time, requiring 
only once-a-day dosing. That’s 
good news for those taking 
mountains of drugs every day. 

Resisting resistance 

The critical issue of viral resis¬ 
tance and cross-resistance to the 
three available classes of drugs has 
caused a desperate cry among 


people with AIDS for new drugs 
such as PMEA. The failure rate on 
older therapies is becoming more 
apparent as drug resistance sets 
in. Even though protease in¬ 
hibitors and non-nucleoside re¬ 
verse transcriptase inhibitors 
(NNRTIs) are sharing widespread 
glory in turning the epidemic 
around, it is clear that people with 
AIDS need new options. 

Adefovir, along with 1592 and 
DMP-266, an NNRTI, are newer 
options that are ready for expand¬ 
ed access programs, and all 
should be available by the fall. 
However, it has been an uphill 
battle to get Glaxo Wellcome to 


provide any access to 1592. Ac¬ 
tivists pressured Glaxo to provide 
the drug in a limited compassion¬ 
ate use program, which began in 
July, but at press time, no one has 
received the drug. Gilead, on the 
other hand, has been more forth¬ 
coming in development of an ac¬ 
cess program for adefovir. Meet¬ 
ings with activists are scheduled 
in the near future to plan ade- 
fovir’s access program. 

DMP-266 is the third drug 
promised for expanded access. It 
is good timing that DMP will be 
released when adefovir and 1592 
are available, so that people will 
have the opportunity to start two 
or three of the new drugs at the 
same time. It is important that 
people don’t throw one of these 
new therapies on top of their ex¬ 
isting regimens. One thing we 
have learned is that adding one 
drug to older, used drugs creates 
resistance very quickly, and caus¬ 
es treatment failure like we are 
seeing with protease inhibitors. 
The three companies are allowing 
use of any of these new drugs to¬ 
gether in their respective access 
programs. 

In these days of protease fail¬ 
ures it is hopeful that as more 
drugs become available, people 
have more options in order to stay 
alive. It is important in the con¬ 
tinuing development of new 
drugs like adefovir that research 
finds the key to eliminating the 
problem of HIV drug resistance 
and discovers the secret to repair¬ 
ing the immune system so that 
the constant battle for new drugs 
will not be so desperate. T

after a police investigation led to 
his arrest last April. 

Richard Rolling, 39, also a for¬ 
mer employee, was arrested in 
June on grand theft charges in 
connection with the case, accord¬ 
ing to Assistant District Attorney 
Bob Ring of the District Attor¬ 
ney’s Special Prosecution Unit. 

Both men have entered pleas of 
not guilty to the charges, Ring said. 

Owens is charged with stealing 
close to $90,000 from the compa¬ 
ny over a four-year period by 
writing checks and making wire 


transfers that led to a high credit 
balance on one of his credit card 
accounts. Rollins, a passive partic¬ 
ipant, allegedly received an esti¬ 
mated $20,000 related to the 
crimes. 

The investigation was initiated 
after a credit card provider noti¬ 
fied the company of the suspi¬ 
cious activity. 

The men face criminal penal¬ 
ties of up to three years in state 
prison, Ring said, but he indicated 
that Owens has made some resti¬ 
tution of the funds. Ring said he 
expects the men will plead guilty 
to the charges and that there will 
be a negotiated disposition of the 
case. ▼

tease inhibitors have had on the 
utilization of outpatient care ser¬ 
vices. From the perspective of a 
primary care provider, he said, 
“It’s not protease inhibitors alone 
that have brought us to where we 
are today. 

“In 1992 we had around 35 
cases of PCP [pneumocystis 
carinii pneumonia] a month; we 
see maybe three to Five cases 
today,” Stansell said. “The trend 
was already in place long before 
protease inhibitors were avail¬ 
able.” 

The panel also included 
Phoebe Dodyck, medical provider 
at the Larkin Street Clinic that 
serves youth between 12 and 25 
years of age. The clinic is a pro¬ 
gram of the city’s Department of 
Public Health and Larkin Street 
Youth Center. There are 46 HIV¬ 
positive youth between the ages of 
13 and 25 there now, she said. Al¬ 
most all are white males, and all 
were homeless when they received 
intakes. 

Protease inhibitors have creat¬ 
ed a number of barriers for the 
youth, she said, and not all of the 
clients have chosen to take them, 
although 75 percent are on some 
type of multi-drug regimen.

Martin Scorsese reissues 


Jean-Luc Godard’s ‘Contempt’

g J ew observers in 1963 were prepared for Jean- 
M ^ Luc Godard, the baddest of the nouvelle 
vague's bad boys, to make a color, Cinemas¬ 
cope movie starring Jack Palance. Wasn’t this the au¬ 
teur who helped resuscitate the moldering corpse of Le 
Cinema with improvised writing and acting, location 
shooting, black-and-white cinematography, and agit¬ 
prop? Fans may have assumed “contempt” would be 
their own reaction to a Godard film that showed every 
earmark of a trashy Hollywood-style movie. And with 
a payroll that included schlockmeister producers Joe 
Levine and Carlo Ponti, brainless sex kitten Brigitte 
Bardot, and the indisputably “ugly American” Jack 
Palance, Con tempt certainly qualified. Even the source 
material, Alberto Moravia’s novel II Disprezzo , was sus¬ 
pect; Godard himself dismissed it as “a nice, vulgar read 
for a train journey.” Rumors that the director had lob¬ 
bied for Frank Sinatra and Kim Novak in the lead roles 
must have further jangled the nerves of cineastes. 

As it turned out, there was little cause for alarm and 
much reason to celebrate. Contempt, re-released 
through the efforts of Martin Scorsese in a restored 
’scope print, is as masterfully modern as Breathless or 
Alphaville. Godard takes the raw materials of a Holly¬ 
wood melodrama — a conflicted, co-opted writer; a

Gad Beck fights on at 74

G ad Beck doesn’t know from shame. The first time he had sex - at age 11, with 
his gym teacher - he ran right home, excited, to tell his mother, “Today I had 
my first man!” Although his mother took the news in stride, such a bold 
proclamation would have seemed unusually risky and indiscreet to most adolescents, especially considering the Becks were 
living in Berlin under Adolf Hitler’s rule. 

Beck has never been one to silence himself. A Jew born in Germany in 1923, he came out at a young age. Beck still missed 
out on the flourishing gay subculture in Berlin during the Weimar years, though; by the time he was a teenager, that subcul¬ 
ture had been crushed by the Nazis, and his family had been relocated into Berlin’s Jewish ghetto. 

“When you are living in a country like Germany under Hitler, you have only one problem: how to live as a Jew,” he says, his halt¬ 
ing English punctuated with expressive hand gestures. In comparison to questions of survival, Beck notes, sexual concerns were

As usual, 
network flaks are refusing to di¬ 
vulge details (or review tapes) of 
the shows, with the exception of 
FOX, which actually forked over a 
preview tape of its upcoming se¬ 
ries 413 Hope St., set to air Thurs¬ 
days (10 p.m.), starting Septem¬ 
ber 11. The show boasts one of 
the aforementioned poster 
queers, the sweet-faced Karim 
Prince, but we didn’t find his 
character half as nauseating as the 
show itself, an overcooked, by- 
the-numbers drama about life in 
a teen crisis center in New York. 
Yawn. 

Meanwhile, in Montreal film¬ 
ing continues on the sequel to 
Tales of the City, which now bears 
the unwieldy title, Armistead 
Maupins More Tales of the City. 
Since the film is being funded 
largely by Canadian interests, only 
“vanity shots” of San Francisco 
will be used in the final product. 
Showtime Networks, a co-pro¬ 
ducer, will air the six-hour mini¬ 
series Stateside in the summer of 
’98. Look for original cast mem¬ 
bers Olympia Dukakis, Laura 
Linney, Thomas Gibson, and 
William Campbell to reprise 
their roles; don’t look for Chloe 
Webb and Marcus D’Amico 
(who played queer “Mouse”) to 
reprise theirs. Doubtless this is 


one instance in which less is not 
more. 

Faye, HRH 

You can only imagine how 
thrilled we were to chat the other 
day with megadiva Faye Dun¬ 
away on the phone from Port¬ 
land, where the actress was just 
finishing up her commitment 
there with Master Class before fly¬ 
ing here to begin a two-week run 
of the show at the Golden Gate 
Theatre. 

“Hi!” the actress fairly shrieked 
into the phone after we dialed her 
private cell phone number. “Just a 
minute ... I need a drink,” she said, 
disappearing from the phone for 
several seconds while we heard a 
lot of mumbling in the back¬ 
ground about a diet Coke. “Will 
someone please open this ... 
my wrist hurts.” It was all very 
Faye, and we loved every 
minute of it. 

When she re¬ 
turned to the phone, 

La Divina cooed ef¬ 
fortlessly about Ter¬ 
rence McNally’s 
play. “It’s a wonder¬ 
ful role, and the 
level of writing is 
extraordinary. It’s 
about what it takes to do anything 
in life, not just opera singing,” 
Dunaway said. “It’s about what it 
costs if you really want to do 
something you’re passionate 
about. It’s about teaching, too, 
about passing things on to young 
people, not this baby-coddling 
kind of thing, but about teaching 
real standards.” 

Not surprisingly, the' 56-year- 
old actress admitted there are 
similarities between her own life 
and that of Maria Callas, the 
singing legend at the heart of 
Master Class who ended up dead 
in Paris at age 53, the victim, some 
say, of a broken heart. “We both 
had big careers,” Dunaway of¬ 
fered, with a wistful sigh. “But 
Callas had only a brief moment, 
really, as a star, and I’m hoping to 
develop a second body of work 
that will include directing, pro¬ 
ducing, and a lot more theater. I 
am lucky that I see that as a path 
ahead. For Callas, things really fell 
apart when Ari [Aristotle Onas- 
sis] left her, then came back to 
her, and then died. She suc¬ 
cumbed to the tragedy. It was all 
very Greek.” 

Dunaway is hardly the stuff of 
Greek tragedy. Though her fans 
didn’t see a lot of her in the ’80s 
(she moved to England in the 
early part of the decade to raise 
her now 17-year-old son, Liam), 
in recent years the actress has re¬ 
turned to the screen with a 


vengeance, starring in such films 
as Don Juan Del Marco, Dunston 
Checks In, Albino Alligator, Twi¬ 
light of the Golds, The Chamber, 
and Drunks, in which she co-stars 
with Dianne wiest and the late 
Howard Rollins (the film opens 
at the Roxie Cinema on Friday, 
August 15). 

Although these roles are hard¬ 
ly the sort of high-powered vehi¬ 
cles on which Dunaway rode to 
stardom in the ’70s, they reveal an 
actress who is obviously trying to 
stretch and rediscover herself. 
“You have to challenge conven¬ 
tional wisdom,” she said about her 
current movie roles. “You have to 
keep looking for the work that 
will turn you on, the stuff that is 
exciting and inspires you to move 
forward.” 

Though Dunaway 
was primarily inter¬ 
ested in talking 
about Master Class, 
she did briefly en¬ 
tertain a little stroll 
down Memory Lane. 
The actress recalled 
that she learned 
more about her 
craft from director 
Elia Kazan than 
any other director 
and she related that her perfor¬ 
mance in Puzzle of a Downfall 
Child might be her best film work 
ever. When we asked the actress 
which one of her movie roles she 
would do differently were it possi¬ 
ble to do over again, Dunaway, 
without missing a beat, said: “ Net¬ 
work. It was really a hard movie. 
Look, you’re not in shape to do 
that kind of demanding role when 
you just do movies. Thank God I 
did get the Oscar for it. I think it 
was pretty good.” 

Our conversation with Dun¬ 
away took an unfortunate turn 
when we touched on the subject of 
the incarnadine Mommie Dearest, 
the 1981 Frank Perry-directed 
film in which Dunaway as Joan 
Crawford delivers a deliriously 
feral performance. Though the ac¬ 
tress agreed with us that the film 
is “a classic” and said that “it con¬ 
tains some of my best work,” she 
was quick to add that it was “badly 
directed and edited into a camp 
thing.” Given our obsession with 
Mommie Dearest, we pressed for 
details, hoping Dunaway would 
offer up juicy details of whole 
scenes that had been cut from the 
film, but this wasn’t a good idea. “I 
don’t have anything more to say 
on the subject,” Dunaway 
snapped, rather like Joan herself. 
Maybe next time we’ll get the full 
story. Tickets for Master Class are 
still available.

Musical enigma 

McNally's Callas is a working pastiche 


by Stephanie von Buchau 


t’s more than a little spooky 
|| that of all the great musical 

artists we’ve lost, the two who 
grow bigger and more important 
with each passing year — Elvis 
Presley and Maria Callas — both 
died in 1977. The popular press 
inundates us with Elvis sightings, 
but Callas idolatry has been con¬ 
fined to classical music journals 
or to the crazies on the Internet. 

At least until playwright Ter¬ 
rence McNally ( LovelValour! 
Compassion!) wrote Master Class, 
a fictional depiction of the Greek- 
American diva’s tragic career and 
life as seen through the medium 
of a series of master classes she 
gave at New York’s Juilliard School 
of Music in 1971-72. 

A hugely overweight but enor¬ 
mously gifted soprano, Callas 
helped revitalize the beT canto 
repertory (Rossini, Bellini, 
Donizetti) with her imaginative, 
truthful art. She was celebrated 
throughout Europe and the Unit¬ 
ed States. Her promised San Fran¬ 
cisco debut in 1957 was aborted, 
but by then Callas had undergone 
the rapid weight loss, “ugly duck¬ 
ling into swan” transformation 
that gained her tabloid fame but 
which possibly ruined her voice. 
Conductor Richard Bonynge once 
told me: “I heard Callas fat and I 
heard her thin, and she sang bet¬ 
ter when she was fat. Yet not one 
critic noticed because they were 
so stunned by her glamorous ap¬ 
pearance.” 

Her newly slender figure, haute 
couture wardrobe, and beehive 
hairdo gave her the confidence to 
shed an elderly husband and be¬ 
come the mistress of Aristotle 
Onassis. But Ari, a vulgarian, 
wanted “class” and married Jackie 
Kennedy, casting Maria aside. 
From this sexual trauma, McNal¬ 
ly has fashioned the flashbacks 
that constitute the “meat” of his 
play. 

McNally’s Callas is very much 
an opera queen’s fantasy. He’s a 
theatrical playwright, melodra¬ 
matic, and not afraid of psychob¬ 
abble. But he couches his banali¬ 
ties in smartly cutting dialogue. 
There are tons of laughs in the 
play, even though the real master 
classes were not so wickedly en¬ 
tertaining. Callas was a tough pro¬ 
fessional, a deeply committed 
artist who never dissed her col¬ 
leagues, as McNally’s protagonist 
does. 

And yet McNally writes such a 
meaty part for his diva — except 
for the singers, the accompanist, 
and a stagehand, Master Class is 
essentially a virtuoso monologue 
— it’s no wonder middle-aged ac¬ 
tresses are clawing for the part.

character never emits more than 
two notes. (This is another inac¬ 
curacy. Callas sang a lot at Juil¬ 
liard, which is why people bribed 
their way into her classes.) 

No wonder Faye Dunaway, 
who is the nearest thing in Amer¬ 
ican performing arts to a monstree 
sacree like Callas, is so anxious to 
segue from this live theatrical tour 
to the upcoming film of McNal¬ 
ly’s play. McNally’s Maria Callas 
may not pass muster as a true op¬ 
eratic artist — how could mere 
mortals have any idea what drove 
her musical soul? — but as a 
woman crushed by an unsuitable 
“love,” she represents us all: Mc¬ 
Nally the opera fanatic; Patti 
Lupone, who flopped in the role 
in London; Tom Hanks, who 
played the Callas-loving lawyer in 
Philadelphia; the volatile Dun¬ 
away; and the rest of us who 
dream about the magic of opera 
without having any idea of its 
crushing burdens. T

Virtual spirits

P|| uring our recent conversa¬ 
tion in the dimly lit Red- 
• - wood Room of the Clift 

Hotel, Three Tall Women play¬ 
wright Edward Albee almost 
skirted the issue. When I asked 
him if he’d ever been involved in 
musical theater, he offered a curt, 
“Yes, but I don’t want to talk 
about it.” He then went on to talk 
about it. 

The musical was the 1966 
Holly Golightly , an adaptation of 
Truman Capote’s short story 
Breakfast at Tiffany's. Albee re¬ 
ceived a call from David Merrick, 
the show’s producer, begging the 
playwright, whose play Who's 
Afraid of Virginia Woolf? had 
made quite a splash, to come up 
to Boston and fix the show. Holly 
boasted a score by Bob Merrill 
(Funny Girl, Carnival), book and 
direction by Abe Burrows ( Guys 
and Dolls), and two fresh, young 
TV stars itching to take Broadway 
by storm: Mary Tyler Moore and 
Richard Chamberlain. 

Albee realized the musical ver¬ 
sion — which he called mediocre 
at best — needed to be toughened 
up. So, with only two weeks before 
curtain, he went to work. “What I 
did was take a musical that could 
have run six or eight months on 
Broadway and turned it into such 
a flop it closed before it even 
opened.” 

Indeed, the show made it to 
New York, where the title reverted 
to Breakfast at Tiffany's, but be¬ 
cause the musical elicited such ha¬ 
tred from audiences during pre¬ 
views, Merrick scrubbed the en¬ 


tire project. “I did learn some¬ 
thing,” Albee admits. “I don’t like 
to collaborate. I could never get a 
meeting with the director, chore¬ 
ographer, composer, lyricist, stars 
or designers because they could¬ 
n’t organize their psychiatric ap¬ 
pointments in such a way that 
they could all meet at the same 
time. That’s musical theater for 
you.” 

High Spirits 
conjures Coward 

The ghost of Noel Coward is 
no doubt delighted by the reap¬ 
pearance of High Spirits, the 1964 
musical based on his play Blithe 
Spirit, at the New Con¬ 
servatory Theatre. • 

Coward liked this mu¬ 
sical adaptation by 
Hugh Martin and 
Timothy Gray. In fact, 
he liked it so much he 
directed the Broadway 
production starring 
Tammy Grimes, 

Edward Wood¬ 
ward, and Beat¬ 
rice Lillie. 

High Spirits has a simplicity 
and intelligence that has all but 
disappeared from contemporary 
musicals. The story of a dead 
wife’s return from the grave to 
haunt her husband and his new 
wife is slight to be sure, but what 
does it matter when the jokes are 
slick and urbane and the tunes 
offer no end of lilting pleasures? 

As ever, this 42nd Street Moon 
cast, under the direction of Greg 
MacKellan, offers true delights. 
Winifred Freedman as the 
“happy medium,” Madame Ar- 
cati, is quite adept with her com¬ 


edy numbers. Her renditions of 
“The Bicycle Song” and “Go Into 
Your Trance” are hilarious. 
Joseph Lustig as Charles, the 
haunted husband, is suave and 
befuddled while Stephanie 
Rhoads as Elvira, the ghostly first 
wife, is a vision of elegance who 
bites lustily into the wonderful 
numbers “You’d Better Love Me” 
and “Home Sweet Heaven.” Call 
861-8972 for tickets. 

When fingers 
do the talking 

Cyberqueer, the new on-line 
erotic comedy at Theatre Rhinoc¬ 
eros, is the first of many gay plays 
to deal with the relative¬ 
ly new phenomenon of 
gay and lesbian chat 
rooms, virtual sex, and 
the host of issues raised 
by the creation of cyber¬ 
space alter egos. If all 
these plays are as fresh 
and funny as Cy¬ 
berqueer, we’re in 
for a treat.

Feed your head 

'Skidoo'

• n the book The Cinema of 
Otto Preminger, the Viennese- 
11 born director admits to exper¬ 
imenting with LSD during the 
making of his 1968 film, Skidoo. 
Of course, this fact won’t surprise 
anyone who has seen Skidoo, a 
film featuring such acid-drenched 
sequences as a “ballet” performed 
by balloon-suspended trash cans. 

The esteemed director of 
Laura was obviously trying to 
reach a younger audience with 
this film, one of many from the 
late ’60s that attempted to wring 
laughs out of youth-versus-estab- 
lishment societal tumult. Funnier 
and definitely stranger than most 
generation gap comedies, Skidoo 
concerns a former mobster (Jack¬ 
ie Gleason), living comfortably in 
a San Francisco suburb with his 
wife (Carol Channing) and flower 
child daughter (Alexandra Hay), 
who gets coerced by a couple of 
underworld cronies into perform¬ 
ing one last hit. This thin plot, 
however, is subordinate to the 
film’s many mod subplots involv¬ 
ing pot-smoking, acid-dropping, 
and hippie love. (Preminger 
bragged that the film featured au¬ 
thentic hippies bussed in from a 
nearby mountain commune.) 

Along with the hippie extras, 
the movie boasts cameos by a pas- 
sel of geriatric Hollywood vets 
(Burgess Meredith, George Raft, 
Cesar Romero, and an addlepated

Groucho Marx in his last screen 
role) trying their best to come off 
as hip and young. But it’s Chan¬ 
ning and Gleason who go to the 
greatest lengths to appear 
“switched on,” the former by 
stripping down to her panties (a 
truly grisly sight) in a failed se¬ 
duction of Frankie Avalon, and 
the latter by accidentally dropping 
acid with a lick of some LSD- 
soaked stationery. 


Infrequently shown on televi¬ 
sion and not yet available on 
video, this is a rare opportunity to 
see one of the most jaw-drop- 
pingly bizarre visions of ’60s 
America to emerge from main¬ 
stream Hollywood. Y

train to London to see her college 
roommate, Hannah (Katrin 
Cartlidge). In the intervening 
years, Hannah has become a suc¬ 
cessful corporate executive while 
Annie continues to live at home, 
taking care of her aging mother. 
Over the course of a weekend, the 
women recall the years they spent 
together in college, recollections 
amplified by a series of chance en¬ 
counters with men from their 
past. On this slender thread hangs 
the entire plot of Career Girls. 

The amusing motion picture 
that results is a tribute to Leigh 
and to the performances he coax¬ 
es from his leading ladies. The 
film is structured with a series of 
flashbacks embedded into the lin¬ 
ear progression of Annie and 
Hannah’s reunion. The flashbacks 
reveal a pathologically insecure 
Annie, cursed with a disfiguring 
patch of dermatitis on her face, 
and a ballsy, acerbic Hannah, who 
tends to dominate every conver¬ 
sation. Leigh, who allows his ac¬ 
tresses to go over-the-top, lets 
Cartlidge and Steadman ascend 
into the histrionic stratosphere in 
the flashback segments. The ac¬ 
tresses display enough quirks and 
nervous tics to make Maggie 
Smith blush. But their broad 
characterizations grab attention 
and serve as a workable dramatic 
contrast to the more settled adults 
the women have become. 

At the same time, Leigh throws 
in some attention-grabbing sup¬ 
porting roles that add dimension 
to the story. The hapless Ricky 
(Mark Benton) is a quirky twen¬ 
tysomething, first introduced in a 
flashback. His character eventual¬ 
ly reminds us that the young are

, fter his 1996 success, Secrets 
and Lies, writer/director 
" Mike Leigh returns to the 
screen with Career Girls, a mod¬ 
est, character-driven effort that 
centers around the reunion of two 
college roommates. A charming 
and bittersweet remembrance, 
Career Girls recalls early Mike 
Leigh BBC dramas, yet traces of 
the heavy-handed nihilism of 
Naked and the dysfunctional fam¬ 
ily life of Secrets and Lies shimmer 
just beneath the surface. Career 
Girls is a “little” picture, one that 
wins over the audience through a 
unique balance of audacity and 
delicacy. 

After a six-year separation, 
Annie (Lynda Steadman) takes a 


so tolerant of others’ idiosyn¬ 
crasies that they are often unable 
to distinguish casual neuroses 
from madness. And Andy Serkis 
turns in a memorable cameo as 
the lecherous Mr. Evans, a sex- 
crazed, condo-dwelling bachelor 
who recalls Dudley Moore’s hys¬ 
terical turn as a diminutive disco 
Don Juan in Foul Play. 

What distinguishes Career 
Girls is Leigh’s script and the sub¬ 
tle way he manages to convey the 
human capacity for wistful recol¬ 
lection of the past, even though 
the past recalled is not as person¬ 
ally fulfilling as the present. This 
practice is usually interpreted as 
“nostalgia,” and most filmmakers 
telegraph the phenomenon with 
soft-focus lenses, bleary-eyed 
reminiscences, and a plethora of 
sledge-hammer cinematic tactics. 
But in Career Girls, as in life, 
Annie and Hannah’s recollections 
of the past jump into the present 
without warning and disappear 
just as fleetingly. On occasion,

their reveries are indicated only by 
a brief blank stare. Most impor¬ 
tantly, the women spend little or 
no time commiserating about the 
“good old days” because they are 
too busy using lessons from the 
past to find fulfillment in the pre¬ 
sent. 

In Career Girls, Mike Leigh 
nicely frames a moment that lies 
somewhere in-between the way 
we were and the rest of our lives. 
No great revelations or stirring 
conclusions arise from the pre¬ 
sentation, but Leigh forces the 
viewer into a heightened aware¬ 
ness of the gradual process of 
maturation. An underlying sub¬ 
tlety results, one that embraces 
the viewer and quietly nudges 
him closer to the universal ro¬ 
mance that exists between the 
traveler and the journey. T

despotic movie producer; a gor¬ 
geous, faithless wife — and infus¬ 
es them with his own subversive 
sensibility. The tin gods he creates 
from these elements are systemat¬ 
ically destroyed, leaving only a se¬ 
ries of beautiful empty spaces. 

Contempt follows the simulta¬ 
neous rise and fall of Paul Pavel 
(Michel Piccoli), a French play¬ 
wright living in Rome. Pavel is 
toying with the idea of totally sell¬ 
ing out by writing a script based 
on a cheesy update of Homer’s 
Odyssey. (He had already suc¬ 
cumbed once with his screenplay 
for a “hit” called Toto Against Her¬ 
cules.) Scummy producer Jerry 
Prokosch (Jack Palance) is only 
too happy to play Mephistopheles 
to Pavel’s Faust. Prokosch, report¬ 
edly Godard’s disgusted reinven¬ 
tion of Joe Levine, is smug and 
tyrannical, throwing violent 
tantrums, degrading his secretary 
by using her back as a desk, and 
pompously claiming his love for 
Art while saying things like, 
“When I hear the word ‘culture,’ I 
reach for my checkbook.” He hires 
Fritz Lang (played by the master 
himself) to direct this new 
Odyssey , but the two argue end¬ 
lessly over the concept. While 
Lang represents in some sense the 
classical world that is the subject 
of the film, Prokosch embodies 
the crassest elements of com¬ 
merce. Lang has the cameraman 
shoot pictures of classical Greek 
statues while Prokosch drools 
over footage of “mermaids” — 
trampy-looking starlets splashing 


Greeks,” a statement Prokosch 
waves away with a disgusted “Oh 
please!” 

If Lang is willing to suffer the 
producer’s intrusions, Pavel is a 
much harder sell. Prokosch as¬ 
sumes his charisma will be 
enough to entice the former de¬ 
tective story writer, but the equa¬ 
tion is complicated by the pres¬ 
ence of Pavel’s beautiful, bored 
wife Camille (Bardot). Camille’s 
favors appear to be part of the 
price Prokosch will exact from 
Pavel in exchange for the $10,000 
salary and further inroads into 
“show biz.” The presence of 
Camille/Bardot as a gorgeous 
empty vessel is established early. 
In a celebrated scene, she catalogs 
her own body parts in the form of 
questions for Pavel: “Do you like 
my breasts ... my ankles ... my 
knees ... my thighs?” If Prokosch 
is Godard’s revenge against Joe 
Levine, the dehumanization of 
Bardot looks like the director’s at¬ 
tempt to wreck her image as a 
popular sex goddess. Levine ap¬ 
parently complained when he saw 
the first cut of the film because 
she had no nude scenes; Godard 
replied with this blatant, disturb¬ 
ing insert, shot with crude blue 
and red color filters, of a naked 
Bardot ruthlessly objectifying her¬ 
self. The film thus folds in on it¬ 
self, with Godard struggling 
against the demands of the 
Philistines just as Lang and Pavel 
do in the film. 

Bardot’s bizarre nude scene 
also sets the stage for the tortur¬ 
ous unraveling of her character’s 
relationship with Pavel. Godard 
opens Contempt with scenes shot 
on the backlot of Rome’s famed 
film studio Cinecitta, and ends on 
the Isle of Capri, both locations 
the scene of the ongoing battle of 
wills among Pavel, Prokosch, 
Camille, and Lang. But the heart 
of the film is an extended passage 
that limns in wrenching detail the 
breakdown in communication 
between Pavel and Camille. Raoul 
Coutard’s prowling camera tracks 
their movements through their 
apartment; with its alcoves, sud¬ 
den walls, and high ceilings, it 
takes on the visage of a psychic 
space. The two characters play a 
cat-and-mouse game reminiscent 
of Beckett, or perhaps Edward

|| first saw George Platt Lynes’ 
sexy, slightly surreal pho- 
H tographs from the ’40s in a 
porn magazine. This was back in 
the mid-’70s, when I was a 
teenager, Blueboy-stylt rags actu¬ 
ally had book reviews, and high- 
fashion beefcake on billboards 
was still a thing of the future. De¬ 
spite the magazine’s poor repro¬ 


ductions, Lynes’ work made a big 
impression on me, in particular 
one image showing a group of 
nude men who were dramatically 
lit to highlight their ample manly 
asses. It wasn’t exactly erotic, but 
that picture, and others in the 
spread, exuded a major gay bo¬ 
hemian vibe. 

To my budding queer gaze, 
Lynes’ photos revealed something 
of an era I knew little about, a 
time in which few images of gay

life were available. That’s what 
struck me most about Lynes’ 
work: the way it revealed a whole 
generation, a gay art world that I 
wanted to. know more about. It 
was also a revelation to learn that 
some of my gay elders even had 
hot bodies. Who knew? 

The current exhibition of 
Lynes’ photos at the Stephen 
Wirtz Gallery provides plenty of 
evidence that there was no lack of 
attractive men who were part of 
the photographer’s gay circles in 
the ’40s, and this exhibition defi¬ 
nitely trades on that community 
connection. The hearty selection 
of vintage prints, most of them 
from the ’40s, was tracked down 
by San Francisco art dealer Vance 
Martin, who culled a good num¬ 
ber of these images from the pri¬ 
vate photo albums of the models 
themselves. Many of the subjects 
were fellow artists and writers, 
and quite a few were well-known 
in their professions, and it’s for 
that reason, along with art-world 
homophobia, that the pictures 
were rarely exhibited during the 
photographer’s lifetime (Lynes 
died in 1955). The images in this 
show are identified by model, a 
strategy that adds social context to 
these full-frontal and frequently 
elegant images. 

Lynes was quite a stylist. He 
frequently captured his subjects in 
moody, dramatically-lit composi¬ 
tions that feel like something out 
of a sexually-charged dream. 
Other pics are more straightfor¬ 
ward, albeit buck nekkid, por¬ 
traits. While some of the hunky 
dudes pose in settings resembling 
construction site interiors, others 
show their stuff in libraries or set 
against seamless backdrops, props 
Lynes used during his day job as a 
fashion photographer. 

Although Lynes’ work is 
loaded with modern art signifi-

cance and gay history, there is 
equal value in its classic, hot man 
flesh appeal. Even in an era like 
ours, in which the male nude has 
become ubiquitous, these pictures 
still have muscle. T

trivial. “This is a secondary ques¬ 
tion. I wasn’t looking for a lover.” 

In the midst of the horrors, 
though, Beck found a lover, a Jew 
named Manfred who worked with 
him in a Zionist organization. The 
two were open with their affec¬ 
tion, and accepted by their fami¬ 
lies. But in 1941, Manfred’s fami¬ 
ly was taken to a transit camp to 
be deported. Undertaking a dan¬ 
gerous plan, Beck borrowed a 
Hitler Youth uniform that be¬ 
longed to the son of Manfred’s 
sympathetic boss, and arrived in 
disguise at the transit station de¬ 
manding to interrogate his lover. 
Arguing that Manfred had sabo¬ 
taged his business and hidden in¬ 
formation, Beck received permis¬ 
sion from the guards to question 
the prisoner individually. He took 
his lover outside the gates and 
gave him a roll of money and an 
address where he could hide. But 
Manfred, then 19, refused to leave 
his family behind; he returned to 
the camp and was later killed. 

“He was the greatest love of 
my life. You can’t imagine what 
this was like for me in this mo¬ 
ment,” Beck recalls, tears welling 
up with the memory. “He didn’t 
say good-bye. But he was right. 
No one from his family was alive 
after the war. In this moment, I 
felt I am not a boy anymore. I am 
a real fighter.” 

Act of defiance 

Beck joined Chug Chaluzi, a 
Jewish resistance group organized 


to help Jews hide. By 1943, he was 
the openly gay leader of the orga¬ 
nization, living apart from his 
family under aliases. As a resis¬ 
tance fighter living under con¬ 
stant threat of death, Beck re¬ 
members, he found sex a life-af¬ 
firming act of defiance. 

“Everyone was living only for 
this day. You didn’t know what 
will be tomorrow,” he says. 
“Maybe today I sleep with Shlo- 
mo, and Shlomo was going to the 


transports. Maybe in two days he 
was in Auschwitz going to the gas. 
So I was the last moment he was 
happy. You cannot understand 
how important this was, to make 
love. Maybe it was the first time, 
and the last time, in this young 
boy’s life.” 

While Beck made no secret of 
his sexuality, most of the men he 
slept with didn’t consider them¬ 
selves gay. In moments of such in¬ 
tense human struggle, he says, la¬ 
bels became meaningless in their 
distinctions. 

“Of course, we didn’t speak 
about it. We did it. We wouldn’t 


use the word homosexual. If I 
said, ‘You are a homo,’ I got a 
patsch - a hit - maybe,” says 
Beck. “But everyone did it with 
the other. Not to feel lonely, to 
feel together, to feel something. 
Homosexuality is not only the 
sex. It is a lot of love, and love is 
such a feeling. It was one of the 
greatest forces for me to be 
homo, to love someone, to give 
him love.” 

While the Nazis made gay life 


increasingly difficult, Beck never 
saw his homosexuality as a liabil¬ 
ity. Perhaps because he never 
knew the gay freedom before 
Hitler, he didn’t realize how bad 
the anti-gay persecution was. Or 
maybe the homophobic cam¬ 
paigns didn’t matter as much to 
him because he had anti-Semi¬ 
tism to worry about. Either way, 
Beck treasured his homosexuality 
and never felt ashamed. 

“To be a homo was the only 
moment of happiness,” he says. “It 
was against everything around us. 
Today they ask me, you were Jew¬ 
ish and homo? And homo? No, 


the homo was the luck. It was 
beautiful.” 

Being Jewish was a 
life-and-death situation, says 
Beck. For the most part, non-Jew- 
ish gay men didn’t have nearly 
such a hard time. While public life 
was curtailed, high*profile cases 
were publicized, and people who 
were too open about their sexual¬ 
ity were sent to the camps, gay 
men didn’t live in constant fear of 
deportation, imprisonment or ex¬ 


ecution, says Beck. Several thou¬ 
sand gay men were murdered by 
the Nazis, he acknowledges, but in 
the scheme of things, the number 
is quite low. 

Beck’s version of homosexual 
persecution counters the recent 
narratives put forward by gay his¬ 
torians about the men with the 
pink triangles, and his story has 
caused consternation in Germany. 
“I have to fight at the homo 
groups in Berlin,” he admits. But 
his point is not that gay men did¬ 
n’t suffer, but that as a gay Jew, 
there wasn’t any comparison as to 
where his true risks lay. Homo¬ 
sexuality persisted under Hitler, 
albeit in more privatized, policed 
and persecuted spaces; Jewish life 
was almost completely wiped out 
forever. 

Homo heroes 

Gay men did play a vital role in 
the resistance, however. Aside 
from the obvious example of Beck 
himself, many homosexuals - and 
other sexual dissidents, like pros¬ 
titutes - risked themselves to aid 
the Jews and fight the Nazis. This 
wasn’t due to the Nazis’ anti-gay 
policies, or the political unity of 
the gay community, says Beck, but 
out of a more general empathy for 
another persecuted minority. 

“The homos were a minority, 
and the Jews were a minority, so 
they’d fight together. They want¬ 
ed to help us. They were the best 
helpers.” 

Beck’s homosexuality made 
him a better fighter, too, he 
claims. First, it was his love for 
Manfred that led him to fight. 
Then it was his love for his com¬ 
rades that tied him to Chug 
Chaluzi. And finally, it was his 
self-professed promiscuity that 


made him many important con¬ 
tacts - Germans and resisters alike 
- to help in his struggle. With 
cunning, daring and luck, he sur¬ 
vived illness, arrest and imprison¬ 
ment by the Gestapo, and was 
miraculously reunited with his 
family after the camps were liber¬ 
ated. 

After the war, Beck drew on his 
earlier Zionist organizing and 
moved to Palestine in 1947. There 
he fought alongside David 
Ben-Gurion, Israel’s first prime 
minister, in the Israeli under¬ 
ground. Thirty years later, he re¬ 
turned to Berlin with his lover, 
Julius, to work with the tiny, 
re-emerging Jewish community 
there. 

Back in Germany, a friend 
convinced Beck to write his auto¬ 
biography. The first volume, Und 
Gad Ging Zu David (And Gad 
Went to David), tells his story 
through the Holocaust. Beck is 
searching for a publishing house 
to translate the book into English, 
and in the meantime, he’d like to 
write the second half of his story, 
from his work with the Zionist 
underground through the pre¬ 
sent. 

Beck came to the United States 
for the first time last year to speak 
at the Holocaust Memorial Muse¬ 
um in Washington. This June, he 
returned to America, speaking at 
New York’s Congregation Beth 
Simchat Torah to mark the 25th 
anniversary of Manhattan’s gay 
and lesbian synagogue. His ener¬ 
getic presentation and compelling 
storytelling kept hundreds eager¬ 
ly listening, and earned him a 
standing ovation. Later that week¬ 
end, Beck rode as an honored vis¬ 
itor on CBST’s float in New York’s 
Gay Pride Parade. 

He compares Pride Day to a 
Purim shpiel, a carnivalesque 
party held each spring in honor of 
the Jewish holiday. Only in peace¬ 
time can such celebrations be 
held, he says, and only when life is 
secure can people afford to focus 
on their sexuality. But he doesn’t 
trivialize the occasion; it is a cele¬ 
bration he has come far to wit¬ 
ness. There were perhaps more 
gay Jews at CBST’s Shabbat ser¬ 
vice than in all of Berlin, more 
Jews at New York’s Pride parade 
than in all of Germany. This thriv¬ 
ing gay Jewish community sym¬ 
bolizes what Beck has fought for 
since the 1930s. He loses his spry 
smile for a moment and grows se¬ 
rious. 

“It was a dream,” explains Beck 
of the weekend’s festivities. “There 
are dreams you think may hap¬ 
pen, but this dream was a real 
dream. What I feel here is some¬ 
thing special. Hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of gay and lesbian people 
demonstrating and happy. This is 
like paradise.” V

Small Wonder: Worlds in a Box

||p|| emember childhood days of 
yore when an invitation to 
i “come over and play” had 
nothing to do with latex or a 
morning-after cup of coffee? 
Back then, playtime involved 
elaborate games of Twister, cow- 
boys-and-Indians role-playing, 
and doing violent, forbidden 
things with Barbie and GI Joe. 
Living deep in a fantasy world 
that unknowingly prepared us for 
adult dramas, my prepubescent 
friends and I constructed scenes 
of apple-pie domesticity and 
wartime battle featuring green 
plastic soldiers and other minia¬ 
ture toy figurines that Timmy’s 
older brother showed us how to 
set on fire. 

David Levinthal recalls these 
memories of after-school play¬ 
time in Small Wonder: Worlds in a 
Box , a thoroughly enjoyable, clev¬ 
erly designed new volume in the 
National Museum of American 
Art’s “American Scene” photogra¬ 
phy book series. Levinthal has 
been photographing toys in table- 
top tableaux for 25 years, fabri¬ 
cating technically inventive, the¬ 
matically complex images that re¬ 
flect genuine nostalgia as well as 
postmodern irony. His horrifying 
“Mein Kampf” series a few years 
ago depicted Nazi atrocities 


played out by three-inch high SS 
models. 

The bright color photographs 
collected in Small Wonder (which 
also includes a smart essay by 
David Corey) all feature classic 
playsets manufactured by toy in¬ 
dustry trendsetters Louis Marx 
and T. Cohn in the 1950s. These 
playsets, which of course required 
assembly assistance from mom 
and dad, included Army Training 
Center, Super Circus, Roy Rogers’ 
Rodeo, Undersea Arctic Defense, 
Ben Hur, and even Noah’s Ark 
and Jesus and His Disciples. They 
sold like hotcakes in Sears Christ¬ 
mas catalogues, and were as hip 
with the 12-and-under crowd in 
1952 as Tamagachis are today. 

Levinthal reconstructs arche¬ 
typal scenes in these strangely 
beautiful photographs, describing 
the playsets as “mirrors of soci¬ 
ety’s image of itself, much like 
Norman Rockwell paintings for 
the Saturday Evening Post. Play¬ 
sets reinforced the popular cul¬ 
ture and beliefs and stereotypes 
of America.” Like an omnipresent 
city planner, Levinthal maneuvers 
figurines around their toytown 
environments as the men head off 
to work in skyscrapers, the 
women shop at the drug store, 
and children dutifully raise their 
hands in the classroom. 

Boy scouts, army captains, 
frontier settlers, and Howard 
Johnson’s visitors all appear in 
these playset narratives in 
which—despite the preponder¬ 
ance of guns, bank robbers and 
alligators—no one ever gets hurt

or grows old. In fact, the worst 
thing that usually happens to 
playset figurines is that they get 
thrown out, a fate they’ve escaped

Dancers Responding to AIDS lights up Fire Island 
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by Robert Johnson 


% \ & hough the legendary magic 
of a Fire Island summer can 
never be bottled and sold, 
Hernando Cortez has discovered 
that the genie of The Pines, that 
gay Mecca in the Atlantic, can be 
harnessed to work for a good 
cause. For the past three years, 
Cortez and his associates, 
Matthew Brufee and Denise 
Roberts, who together manage 
Dancers Responding to AIDS 
(DRA), the concert-dance divi¬ 
sion of Broadway Cares/Equity 
Fights AIDS, have held popular 
fundraisers on a stage overlooking 
the Great South Bay. With the aid 
of corporate and private sponsors, 
some of the finest dancers in the 
New York area lend their talents to 
what has become one of the most 
spectacular charity events of the 
summer season. This year, DRA 
offered two performances on July 
19, under the rubric “Dances 
From the Heart.” 

Location may not be every¬ 
thing, but access to Paradise does¬ 
n’t hurt. After the Sayville Ferry 
Service drops partygoers off at 
The Pines, they follow a board¬ 
walk through an artificial jungle 
of imported bamboo and native 
conifers. Underneath a bright sun, 
everything seems possible in this 
sheltered homosexual environ¬ 
ment tucked away behind the fo¬ 
liage. 

Cortez, a bronzed and cheerful 


yOung man who was once a main¬ 
stay of the Paul Taylor Dance 
Company and who now directs 
his own modern dance troupe, 
explains why he founded DRA in 
1991: “It was well into the AIDS 
epidemic, and every other arts 
medium had mobilized, forming 
their own type of AIDS service or¬ 
ganization or action committee 
— DIFFA, Visual AIDS, Broadway 
Cares, Positive Music — but there 
was nothing happening in the 
dance community. Although the 
dance community was hard hit, 
they didn’t have anyone to orga¬ 
nize them.” 

Impelled by personal losses, 
Cortez and his friends filled the 
gap with DRA. The money they 
raise each year at a series of bene¬ 
fits is distributed to performing 
artists nationwide through the 
Actors Fund. Stan Howard and 
Filoteo Maningat, personal 
friends of Cortez, donate their 
summer home for the Fire Island 
event, and the stage, a strip of 
marly, is spread between the re¬ 
flective darkness of the Bay and 
the transparent blue of a swim¬ 
ming pool. When the perfor¬ 
mance begins, the svelte and mus¬ 
cular figures of the dancers will be 
silhouetted against sea and sky. 

Introducing the entertainment 
is a windswept B.D. Wong 
(“Please don’t ask me what’s going 
on with my hair”), star of the 
Broadway show M. Butterfly, who 
compliments the audience on 
contributing more than $40,000

dancers espouse a variety of 
movement styles. There is a Fred- 
and Ginger couple, actually trans¬ 
planted Russians Alex Tchassov 
and Natasha Bragarnik, who, in 
La Reine De Saba, display a dream 
of romance so convincing that 
they seem to be gliding across the 
spangled floor of a ballroom on 
the Moon, instead of just criss¬ 
crossing a slice of white marly. 

Marcus McGregor, an alum¬ 
nus of the company formerly 
known as Feld Ballets/NY, per¬ 
forms a solo, Kissing You, in which 
the dancer rises from a sleeping 
position on the floor to appeal to 
the audience. With his gorgeous 
line poised in arabesques, or 
stretched in leaps magnificently 
outlined against the Bay, McGre¬ 
gor epitomizes elegance. 

In Relentless, a well-rounded 
solo, Jay Franke moves quickly 
through the steps, displaying his 
agility as the choreography 


changes directions, presents a se¬ 
ries of primitivist angles, expands, 
and contracts. The piece is by Igal 
Perry, set to J.S. Bach’s Prelude 
from the Suite No. 3 for Unac¬ 
companied Cello. 

Performing in Sunshine, his 
own duet, German choreograph¬ 
er Henning Riibsam and friend 
provide a touch of much appreci¬ 
ated camp, miming a pick-up 
story to the sound of “I Can See 
Clearly Now.” The audience can 
indeed see clearly and applauds as 
the young men of Sensedance 
walk toward the horizon and with 
one impulse grab each others’ 
asses. 

Sean Curran recalls the anxiety 
of city life in Lazy Man’s Load, a 
fidgety, self-mortifying dance. 
Breath suspended, Curran ap¬ 
pears to be waiting for disaster to 
strike. At other times he launches 
into frenetic, small-scale activities

Poems Between Women: Four 
Centuries of Love, Romantic 
Friendship, and Desire by Emma 
Donoghue; Columbia University 
Press, $24.95 

*■= „ ne of the problems of be¬ 
longing to a marginal cul- 
%; I ture is that we are constant¬ 
ly having to rediscover our histo¬ 
ry. Fortunately, we have poets, 
scholars, and writers willing to 
search for examples of our rich 


literary history. In her new an¬ 
thology Poems Between Women , 
Emma Donoghue gathers the 
work of 106 women writers from 
the last four centuries and shows 
the extraordinary ways in which 
women have celebrated their pas¬ 
sion, sexual and otherwise, for 
women. 

In her tongue-in-cheek open¬ 
ing, Donoghue offers: “A Health 
Warning: ‘The homosexual un¬ 
consciously finds a magnetic 
quality in words, and derives grat¬ 
ification from utterances .... 
Rhyming is a favorite method of 


communication among most ho¬ 
mosexuals, especially those who 
practice tribadism.’ M. Chideckel, 
Female Sex Perversions (1935).” 
Thus warned, we are invited to ex¬ 
plore the myriad ways in which 
women express intense feelings 
for women. Chideckel may have 
been right — I certainly derived 
gratification from these poems, 
rhymed or not. Oppressed by pa¬ 
triarchy, denied the right to write, 
women have, nevertheless, found 
ways to exalt their loves and their 
loving. Poems Between Women 
honors the women who wrote 
and encouraged us all to write our 
loves as well. 

Donoghue’s introduction, in 
which she creates the context for 
the varied ways in which romantic 
writing was created in different 
centuries, is definitely worth read¬ 
ing. The author explains that she 
is interested in the “spiritual de¬ 
scendants” of Sappho, lesbian or 
not. “It intrigues me that even 
poets who seem to have lived en¬ 
tirely heterosexual lives wrote the 
occasional poem in which love for 
women flares up. Poetry seems to 
have provided a space for such in¬ 
consistencies, a stage for those 
moments..that complicate our 
views of sexuality and friendship.” 

Context established, historici¬ 
ty defined, Donoghue presents a 
wide range of poems, some amus¬ 
ing or intensely moving, others 
erotic, that celebrate the love of 
women for women. Pat Parker’s 
“For Willyce” is funny and 
steamy: “When i make love to 
you/i try/ with each stroke of my 
tongue/to say i love you/ to tease i 
love you/ to hammer i love you/to 
melt i love you/ & your sounds 
drift down/ oh god!/ oh jesus!/ 
and I think — /here it is, some 
dude’s/ getting credit for what/ a 
woman/ has done,/ again.” 

“The Window Just Over the 
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Street” by Alice Cary, 
written before 1871, 
tells of a depressed and 
lonely woman whose 
spirits are lifted when 
she watches a beauti¬ 
ful woman undress. 

The poem is more 
than voyeurism as 
Cary expresses the 
life-giving power of 
the female body. 

Dora Greenwell’s 
“To Elizabeth Bar¬ 
rett Browning, in 
1861” is a touching 
offering to a 
beloved poet: “I 
praised thee not 
while living; what 
to thee/ Was 
praise of mine? I 
mourned thee not when dead;/1 
only loved thee...” 

Arranged chronologically, the 
poems illuminate a written tradi¬ 
tion that expresses the ways 
women need and glory in each 
other. The result is a fine com¬ 
panion to earlier works such as 


Chloe Plus Olivia, edited 
by Lillian Faderman, and My 
Lover is a Woman, edited by Leslea 
Newman. Donoghue has given us 
the present of our past; Poems Be¬ 
tween Women is a gift to be trea¬ 
sured, savored, enjoyed. ▼

Albee, with ever-escalating levels 
of .contention, brief resolution, 
and finally bitter resignation, as 
Camille denounces Pavel: “Why 
should I lie? I don’t love you any¬ 
more!” Godard’s refusal to clarify 
the motive behind their incessant, 
sometimes violent bickering 
makes the rupture all the more 
mysterious and disturbing. The 
film hints that Camille is disgust¬ 
ed because she believes Pavel has 
somehow “offered” her to 
Prokosch, but this remains only a 
tantalizing possibility. Her even¬ 
tual departure with Prokosch puts 
her in the company of other Go¬ 
dard women who betray their 
men, but Camille stands out 
among them in this virtuoso se¬ 
quence. 

The film’s final location is the 
Isle of Capri, more specifically a 
spectacular Le Corbusier struc¬ 
ture called Villa Malaparte built 
like a Mayan temple on a rocky 
outcropping. Like Pavel’s apart¬ 
ment, this is another complex 
physical space the camera ele¬ 
gantly transforms into a psychic 
zone where the characters can 
play out their hopeless relation¬ 
ships. While the movie-within-a- 
movie limps along, with location 
shooting continuing in the back¬ 


ground, a kind of climax of the 
film’s frayed relationships —■ 
which comprise a kind of odyssey 
in themselves — occurs. Pavel ob¬ 
serves Camille’s infidelity when 
he peers over a rooftop into the 
edge of a window at Prokosch 
and his wife embracing. Like the 
detective characters he wrote 
about before he was “main¬ 
streamed,” he carries a gun, but 
it’s somehow understood that he 
won’t use it. Such old-school 
melodramatics no longer apply in 
the barren world of these charac¬ 
ters. As the film drifts toward clo¬ 
sure, Prokosch takes Camille as 
his due, Pavel resigns himself to 
his fate, and Camille vanishes 
without apology. Her early sar¬ 
castic dismissal of The Odyssey — 
“yes, the story about the guy 
who’s always traveling” — con¬ 
tinues to resonate through the 
film’s sudden, apocalyptic ending. 
The continuity of the past, repre¬ 
sented by Homer’s classic and 
Lang’s attempts to bridge past 
and present, has no place in these 
characters’ random lives, which 
endure or end seemingly without 
reason. Like Odysseus, they too 
are “always traveling”; unlike him, 
they never make it home. ▼

blonde searching the electrodes 
for Mr. Right. As one of the char¬ 
acters puts it, in Cyberqueer 
there’s “no age, no impotence, no 
HIV.” It’s safer and less threaten¬ 
ing than real life. 

There’s a great deal of jargon in 
Cyberqueer, and the jokes will be 
funnier if you have a working 
knowledge of chat rooms. Words 
like “cybertricking” and “super 
user” crop up frequently, as do 
terms like IRL, which means “in 
real life.” That’s the fun of Cy¬ 
berqueer — it offers us an oppor¬ 
tunity to laugh at a scary new 
world in which everybody pre¬ 
tends to be who they’d rather be 
IRL. “Jizz me,” one of the on-line 
characters types/says. “Oops, 
Freudian typo. I mean kiss me.” 

Director Neal Shorstein deft¬ 
ly leads his cast of eight on a sur¬ 
prisingly vibrant tour through cy¬ 
berspace. Would that all on-line 
alter egos were as handsome and 
unclothed as actors Jon Gale and 
Martin Hyland, but that’s the 
basic problem with chat rooms: 
they’re only as alive as the elec¬ 
tricity coursing through them. As 
one of the frustrated characters 
says, “All these stupid fucking 
words!” Words, however, are the 
sole purpose of chat rooms. Luck¬ 
ily in Cyberqueer, words are also 
about comedy. Cyberqueer runs 
for three more weeks at Theatre 
Rhino.

(that will catch their attention). 
These ploys may seem unsport¬ 
ing, but the problem lies in love it¬ 
self. Proust viewed it as a fixation 
likely to convert otherwise sane 
humans into tyrants prone to 
scenes of recrimination. “When 
two people part, it is the one who 
is not in love who makes the ten¬ 
der speeches.” 

De Botton has his work cut out 
to turn such views into positive 
thinking. Nonetheless, if Proust 
began with a policy of despair, he 
worked from the conviction that 
joy resides in an unexpected place, 
not in the world but the way we 
remake it in our psyche. De Bot¬ 


ton stresses his subject’s uncanny 
ability to sensitize readers to new 
ranges of experience. In reading 
Proust, we read ourselves, awak¬ 
ening to a new form of vision. As 
happy endings go, this one is un¬ 
likely to dazzle Hollywood, but it’s 
real enough for Proust’s readers, 
and de Botton makes it real for us. 
Readers will feel improved just by 
reading his book. And they’ll have 
a good time, too. 

In a mere 200 pages de Botton 
can hardly cover everything. Ap¬ 
parently a heterosexual, he ig¬ 
nores the gay angle; and he scarce¬ 
ly mentions memory and loss, 
themes which lie at the heart of 
Proust’s vision. On the plus side, 
he handles complex material with 
insight and infectious glee. Be¬ 
cause In Search of Lost Time is 
long and difficult, it has acquired 
a readership largely of professors 
and masochists. De Botton should 
change that. His book romps 
through this forbidding novel, 
celebrating Proust’s themes with 
so much wit and verve, it should 
send readers straight to the origi¬ 
nal. T

splicing lists, photos, exercise dia¬ 
grams, and even train schedules 
into chapters with titles like “How 
to Love Life Now” and “How to 
Suffer Successfully.” “There are 
few things human beings are 
more devoted to than unhappi¬ 
ness,” he begins, elaborating that 
Proust believed misery to be so 
chronic that we should devote at 
least as much attention to it as to 
the pursuit of happiness. This is 
not an optimistic premise, but in 
the tradition of self-help books de 
Botton takes a miserable reality 
and turns it on its head. We 
should value pain because it 
teaches us to notice reality. We 
suffer, therefore we think. 

The chapter “How to be 
Happy in Love” offers some in¬ 
sights you wouldn’t want to think 
about in bed. Since Proust be¬ 
lieved that habit will quench the 
most ardent passion, he gives 
most people about 15 minutes be¬ 
fore they begin to be bored with 
one another. The only way to keep 
partners interested is to keep 
them off balance. Be elusive. Keep 
them guessing. Hint infidelity

How Proust Can Change Your 
Life: Not a Novel by Alain de 
Botton; Pantheon Books, $19.95 

HI t the age of 27 Alain de Bot¬ 
ton has shot to internation- 

% al fame with an unlikely 
bestseller. In How Proust Can Save 
Your Life he takes the work of 
Marcel Proust and turns it into a 
self-help manual. For those whose 
memories are rusty, Proust wrote 
one of the most hallowed and 
pessimistic French masterpieces, 
Remembrance of Things Past. Pub¬ 
lished between 1913 and 1927, it 
put gay life on the literary map, 
with characters who range from 
lesbian seductress to boys with 
whips. 

De Botton’s scheme to recon¬ 
figure this dark work as a guide to 
positive thinking may seem irrev¬ 
erent — somewhat like turning 
The Hunchback of Notre Dame 
into a cartoon — but it undeni¬ 
ably hits the mark. Proust wrote 
to give meaning to and redeem 
what he saw as his own wasted 
life. De Botton takes this insight 
and runs with it, transposing per¬ 
sonal intuitions into general prin¬ 
ciples we can share. 

As it happens, Proust’s own fa¬ 
ther, a doctor, pioneered in the 
writing of self-help manuals. 
Among other things, he wrote a 
popular guide to physical fitness. 
Young Proust yearned to contin¬ 
ue the tradition, though probably 
not in the fitness field. (Asthmat¬ 
ic and hypochondriac, he favored 
meals that included two eggs in 
cream sauce, three croissants, and 
a plate of French fries.) Nonethe¬ 
less, he considered fiction a form 
of public service and piously 


hoped that he might do as much 
with his books as his father did for 
the sick. 

The novel that emerged mir¬ 
rors his persona — constipated, 
thin-skinned, ingrown. It was so 
densely written that Proust him¬ 
self called it “an indigestible 
nougat.” As his brother comment¬ 
ed, “The sad thing is that people 
have to be very ill or have broken 
a leg in order to have the oppor¬ 
tunity to read In Search of Lost 
Time .” (It was also large enough to 
support two titles. The first Eng¬ 
lish translator called it Remem¬ 
brance of Things Past. De Botton 
uses In Search of Lost Time, which 
directly renders the original 
French.) For those with the requi¬ 
site leisure time and sensibility, it 
represented a summit of vision, 
insight, and delicacy of percep¬ 
tion. Virginia Woolf found the 
novel so daunting that it threat¬ 
ened her with writer’s block. “My 
greatest adventure is really 
Proust,” she said.

The Traitor 


NYCool 

T he word on New York City is that 
it has become safer, “family- 
friendly,” more welcoming of 
tourists. If our own midsummer jaunt 
to NYC taught us anything, it’s that 
streets full of people at all hours, pa¬ 
tronizing shops, restaurants and wa¬ 
tering holes that don’t close ridicu¬ 
lously early, will always feel safer than 
deserted thoroughfares where people 
are isolated in the metal bubble of 
their single-occupancy vehicles. Feel¬ 
ing real urban? Sell your car. 

New York in the dog days of sum¬ 
mer is pretty much left to the payroll 
workers and the tourists, as anybody 
with means has already deserted for 
the beach. That’s okay: it means the 
places you want to go, like museums 
and nightspots, afford some rare 
elbow room. 

The best show in town is at the Mu¬ 
seum of Modern Art. “Stenberg Broth¬ 
ers: Constructing a Revolution in So¬ 
viet Design” is a large survey of the 
work of pioneering designers Vladimir 
and Georgii Stenberg, brothers and 
revolutionary constructivist artists. 
Though they designed theatrical sets 
and costumes, books and buildings, 
their greatest contribution was in their 
avant-garde designs for movie posters, 
many of which are pure graphic 
knock-outs on MoMA walls. The ex¬ 
hibition continues through Sept. 2. 

There’s lots else at the Modern, in¬ 
cluding “Paris—The 1890s,” but after 
the Russians, the French art and 
posters look endlessly fussy. A show of 
modern still lifes, “Objects of Desire,” 
breathes surprising life into a rather 
stuffy genre. 

The real show is streetlife. Everyone 
in NYC charges down the street blar¬ 
ing anecdotes to their friend, as if 
broadcasting their very own talk radio 
show. This entertainment is free, if 
compulsory. 

As for nightlife, our guide was the 
recently published Betty & Pansy's Se¬ 
vere Queer Review of New York (Cleis), 
which was on target for most of the 
happening clubs and bars, like g and 
Barracuda, though for the most up-to- 
date listings we had to pick up the gay 
rags. That’s how we found “Spank Me 
Hard” at King, complete with a live 
demo at the bar, and plenty of oppor¬ 
tunity for audience participation in its 
nether-regions. San Francisco needs a 
spank tank, soon. That would be a true 
community service. V

| M ifteen years ago, the San 
Ipi Francisco Leather Daddy’s 
Boy contest burst upon the 
scene. Since that time, other 
leather communities have used 
the title for leather pride, 
fundraising and enhancing the 
leather image. 

The “boy” concept really 
caught on when, in 1989, Drum¬ 
mer magazine finally decided to 
add the Drummer Boy title to 
their marketing repertoire. The 
winner is chosen by all the Mr. 
Drummer contestants based on 
“boy image” and service to the 
contestants during the competi¬ 
tion. Dieter Edwards of San Fran¬ 
cisco won the first Drummer Boy 
title. In 1990, the rules were al¬ 
tered, and judges chose the win¬ 
ner. Again, a San Franciscan, the 
late John Siracusa, took the title. 
In 1991, the selection process re¬ 
verted to the initial format and 
continues so to this day. 

While some people may scoff 
at the idea of a boy being some 40 
years old (or older), it is general¬ 
ly accepted in the leather com¬ 
munity that being a “boy” is a 
state of mind and has nothing to 
do with one’s age - or sex for that 
matter. This was dramatically il¬ 
lustrated in April 1997 when a 
leather woman from Baltimore 
(Max Steiner) captured the 
American Leather Boy title dur¬ 
ing the spectacular revival of 
American Brotherhood Weekend 
in Washington, D.C.

that slice the air into small por¬ 
tions. Lazy Man’s Load seems to 
both exalt and sympathize with 
our ordinary, day-to-day obses¬ 
sions. 

Suzanne Goldman, a lyrical 
performer with the American 
Repertory Ballet, and her partner, 
Dirk Platzek, stand side by side at 
the beginning of a duet entitled 
Do Not Weep, gazing downward 
over the brink of despair. In spite 
of its clean shape, somber emo¬ 
tions anchor this dance, choreo¬ 
graphed by Daniel Wright. Sup¬ 
ported by Platzek, Goldman takes 
laborious, outsize steps that later 
turn into spins that seem to catch 
the couple in a vortex of troubles. 
In a recurring motif, he steps away 
from her, and she covers her eyes 
with her hands until he returns to 
console her, removing her hands 
from her face. A resolution dawns 
when she is able to uncover her 
eyes without his help. 

Irene Hultman lightens the 
mood with two zany solos set to 
recordings by Eartha Kitt.
